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"Right To Farm" 
Adopted By GC 
Commissioners 


The Garrett County 
commissioners in their 
public meeting this wee 
adopted the Right to Farm 
Ordinance. The aew edict 
was written vy the commis- 
sioners and John Neilson, 
director of the county’ 
planning 2nd zoning office. 

The commissioners first 
obtained the right to create 
the ordinance by asking 
Delegate George Edwards 
and Seaator John Hafer to 
secure legislation that al- 
lowed them to do so, This 
Jegislation passed in the 
2001 Generai Assembly and 
became effective on Oct. 1. 

A meeting was held in 
August for public input on 
the ordinance. During the 
meeting several local 
farmers, including Brooks 
Hamiiton, president of the 
Garrett County Farm Bu- 
reau, stated that they sup- 
ported the ordinance. There 
was no opposition to the 
bill voiced at the meeting. 

The ordinance, Nelson 
explained a’ the August 
meeting, provides a “layer 
of protection against nui- 
sance law suits” that are 
sometimes filed against 
farmers. Though the new 
ordinance does not disallow 
law suits, it does delineate 
the farmers’ rights in Gar- 
rett County, and therefore 
may provide some protec- 
tion to them in the event of 
such litigation issues as 
ioise, odors, or other as- 
pects of farming that some 
may deem undesirable. 

The ordinance, Nelson 
said, basically states that 
any farm use of land is per- 
mitted, and farm use is de- 
fined as "any use of land 
which directly contributes to 
the production, processing, 
or storage of agriculture 
products.” 

Operation of farm equip- 
ment, normal agricultural 
Operations, management 
praciices, and sale of farm 
products are also clarified

State Officials Present Six-Year 


Bartlett Says U.S. Shouid tieip 
Afghan Resistance And Provide Aid

WASHINGTON — The 
United States should help 
resistance groups overthrow 
the Taliban in Afghanistan, 
and be prepared to give Af- 
ghanistan up to $20 million 
in aid once the Taliban is 
removed frora power, said 
Rep. Roscoe Bartlett, R- 
Md. 

Bartlett spoke Tuesday 
as part of a bipartisan dele- 
gation of House members 
who traveled to Italy, Tur- 
key, and Russia last week, 
where they said _ they 
worked to build coalitions 
for the U.S. fight against 
terrorism. The 11-member 
delegation returned from its 
six-day trip Monday night 

The trip included meet- 
ings in Rome with former 
Afghan king Zahir Shah, 
who was deposed in 1973, 
and with commanders in 
the resistance movement 
against the Taliban. 

"We conveyed to King 


Zahir that we support his/ 


efforts and the efforts of 


the Afghani resistance to 
bring freedom and peace to 
their homeland," said Rep 
Curt Weldon, R-Pa., who 
led the delegation. 

"The United States and 

fghan resistance group 
have a common struggle 
against the oppressive Tali- 
ban regime and their terror- 
ist cronies,” Weldon said. 

In Ankara, {furkey, the 
group met with top officials 
of the government, which 
has agreed to let the United 
States use its airspace and 
transit facilities during a 
potential military strike in 
response to the terrorist at 
tacks. 

Bariiett said Turkish of- 
ficials urged the United 
States to give development 
assistance to Afghanistan 
through non-governmental 
organizations in Turkey. 
But they cautioned against 
pouring too much US. 
money into the , country, 
Bartlett said. j

Plan Of Transportation Projects 
Oakland Bypass Local Officials’ Top Priority 


Officials from the Mary- 
iand Department of Trans- 
portation (MDOT) visited 
Garrett County recently to 
discuss ongoing and upcom- 
ing projects for this area 
listed in the state's draft 
Consolidated Transporta- 
tion Program for fiscal 
years 2002 through 2007. 
Statewide, the overall pro- 
gram is slated to expend a 
record capital budget of 
$9.3 billion over ihe next six 
years for investments in 
transit, highways, Balti- 
more-Washington Interna- 
tional Airport, the Port of 
Baltimore, and a number of 
Smart Growth related pro- 
jects. 

MDOT? officials made 
their presentation before 
the Board of the Garrett 
County Commissioners, 
locai eiected officials in- 
cluding Oakland mayor Asa 
McCain, Del. George Ed- 
wards, Sen. John Hafer, and 
approximately four dozen 
interested citizens. While 
approving of the various 
projects proceeding of 
planned for the county, 
Edwards, McCain and the 
commissioners _ reiterated 
several times throughout 
the meeting their support 
for construction of an Oak 
land bypass to re-route 
Garrett Highway’s through 
traffic away from an in 
creasingly congested down 


town, and expressed frustra- 
tion with the state’s timeta- 
ble for the project’s comple- 
tion.

to be allocated for FY 02 
Program Open Space (POS) 
projects would not be avail 
able after all. The director 
received word from the 
State Attorney General’s 
office that a state house bill 
that recently passed allow- 
ing the county to use ali of 
the funds for design and de- 
velopment aspects would 
not be effective until FY 03. 

Nelson explained that 
previous guidelines for POS 
projects required that 25% 
of the funds be used for 
acquisition and 75% for de- 
sign and development. But 
because most POS projects 
in Garrett County require 
litle or no purchase of 
land, the new bill, intro- 
duced by Delegate George 
Edwards, will benefit the 
county, but only on future 
projects. 

Nelson further explained 
that the wording of the bill 
led many to misinterpret 
when the bill would be in 
effect 

Because none of the FY 
02 projects require any ac- 
quisitions, the commission- 
ers had to cut 25% of the 
$238,867 of the POS funds 
available to the county for 
projects that had already 
been approved by the state 
board. In order to be within 
the guidelines, the com- 
missioners decided to cut 
$5,000 from the _ total 
$35,000 allocated for the 
Lions Club Park project in 
McHenry; cut $13,204.75 of 
the $70,000 ailocated for 
the Garrett County Recre- 
ational Trail; and to put 
Friendsville’s bleachers, 
eastern Garrett County's 
fencing, and Deer Park’s 
playground equipment on 
hold uatil FY 03. 

Commissioner Fred Hol- 
liday asked Nelson to ex- 
plain to those people whose 
project received reduced 
funding or were cut this 
year that "funds will be 
available next year" and that 
their projects will receive 
top priority during the next 
allocation of funds.

Meals On Wheels Program Funding 
Cut; Area’s "Most Frail" At Risk 


Only weeks before the 
onset of a Garrett County 
winter, the Area’s Agency 
on Aging’s Senior Nutrition 
program has been hit hard 
by a shortage of funds used 
to deliver meals to the 
homes of some of the re- 
gion’s tnost frail and needy 
residents, according to 
Adina Brode, direcior cf 
the Arca Agency on Aging, 
which is headquartered ai 
Garrett County Conymunity 
Action Inc. in Oakland. 

The toss of the "Senior 
Helpings” grant fia," 
National Meals cn Wheels 
Foundation ard the Philip 
Morris Company Inc. has 
forced the well-known 
"Mea!s on Wheels" program 

be reduced from five 
days a week deliveries to 
three days a week. 


"This is really bad news 
for some of the county’s 
most trail residents," said 
Brode. "Our clients for this 
service are typically women 
in their 70s or older who 
are living alone and often 
on two or more medica- 
tions. 

"For many, cooking for 
themscives is unsafe. And 
often the only contact they 
have with anyone is with 
the person delivering their 
meals," she said. “Our deliv- 
ery people tell us that 
sometimes they kauck and 
knock on a person's door 
and finaily enter, finding 
ihat person on the floor, 
incapacitated. He or she 
could have been there for 
hours and hours. And now

Part Of County’s Debts To Be 
Paid With $4.1 Miltion Surplus 


The Garrett County coni- 
missioners announced Tues- 
day that about half of the 
county’s approaimately $4.1 
million surplus revenue 
would be used to pay off 
four of the county's largest 
loans. 

"It was the besi thing to 
do with the money," Com- 
missioncr Fred Holliday 
stated about the commis- 
sioners’ decision. He point- 
ed out that the county 
would save approximately 
$7,000 a year in interest and 
debt service by paying off 
the loans early. The interest 
rates on these loans range 
from 5.80% to 6.99%. 

The loans were for the 
Roger P, Glotfelty Building 
($400,140), Garrett Optical 
Loan ($1,008,257), Moun- 
tain Fresh Meats 
($370,000), and Garrett 
Containers ($450,000). 


About $i miilion of the 
will be used for 
carryovers and amendments 
to the FY O1 budget expen- 
ditures, They are $85,000 
for Solid Waste and Recv 
cling, $26,000 for the Sher- 
iffs Office, $50,000 for 
Garrett Community Col- 
jege, $2,500 for the Board 
of Elections office, $144,000 
for the Garrett County 
Roads Department, $2,000 
for Ruth Enlow Library, 
and $600,060 for the Eco 
nomic Development depart- 
ment. 

Another $200,000 was al- 
so reserved for coutingency, 
or emergency use. ‘Ihe re 
maining surplus will be kept 
as unreserved, undesignated 
funds. Holliday noted that 
the board of commissioners 
decided that this was a pru 
dent decision, duc “to the 
way the world is now."

IDAs are matched sav- 
ings accounts for eligibie in- 
dividuals that help them ac- 
quire assets. Participants 
who join Asset ‘Builders, 
Garrett County’s IDA pro- 
gram, began saving at any 
of the county’s financial in- 
stitutions and have their 
savings matched at the end 
of one year with up to 
$1,850 toward any of the 
three approved assets. Dur- 
ing the year, participants re- 
ceive economic literacy and 
asset-specific training, such 
as hosing counseling if they 
are saving to purchase a 
home or training in a small 
business management if 
their goal is microenter- 
prise. 

In 1999, GCCAC began 
the first IDA program in 
the state through a partner- 
ship with the Garrett Part- 

nership for Children and 
Families. Since that time, 
19 participants have com- 
pleted their savings goals 
and have received matching 
funds for their asset pur- 
chase. An additional 15 par- 
ticipants are currently en- 
rolled and working to 
achieve their saving goals.

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Glendening Gives Tourists Break On 
Tolls, Park Fees To Spur Economy

BALTIMORE — Gov. 
Parris N. Glendening Tues- 
day revealed a plan to boost 
state tourism and commerce 
by increasing the advertising 
budget and eliminating toils 
and park admission fees. 
Glendening spoke at the 
B&O Railroad Museum, a 
Baltimore tourist attraction 
where American railroading 
was established in 1827. 

Glendening encouraged 
people to,leave their homes 
and enjoy the tourist attrac- 
tions in Maryland, noting 
the tourism and airport in- 
dustries are experiencing "a 
major drop off" since ter- 
rorist attacks destroyed the 
World Trade Center and 
severely damaged the Pen- 
tagon Sept. 11. 

"Even as we mourn the 
loss of human life, we must 
not allow these events to di- 
minish the reality of Mary- 
land’s oUTStANGINY Dusiness 
climate and excellent quali- 
ty of life," said Glendening. 

From now through De- 
cember, a time when tour- 
ism is not usually heavily 
promoted, Maryland will 
triple its tourism advertising 
budget to $1.2 million, said 
Glendening. 

The state wiil iaunch an 
advertising campaign in 
print and on radio in Mary- 
land, Washington,  Pitts- 
burgh, and Philadelphia to 
let people know about dis- 
counts they can receive Co- 
lumbus Day weekend. 
Maryland bridges and tun- 
nels will be free, and no ad- 
mission will be charged at 
unreserved campsites in 


state parks. 

The state also will hold 
"Maryland Family Fun 
Weekend’ on Oct. 13 and 
14, when some tourism in- 
dustries and businesses will 
offer free admission and 
discounts. 

The Department of Nat- 
ural Resources wanis peo- 
ple to visit state parks, even 
if it means a loss of state 
income. ‘They’re hoping 
tourists will spend money 
with private industry — res- 
taurants and the like. 

The parks will lose about 
$150,000 this weekend, said 
DNR spokeswoman Heath- 
er Lynch. "But it’s a com- 
mitment we're willing to 
make." 

Fourists can also expect 
breaks in Ocean City. Many 
restaurants, hotels, and golf 
courses are offering 10 per- 
cent discounts during the 
holiday weekend, said May- 
or Jim Mathias. 

Glendening also encour- 
aged people to fly and take 
comfort in the extra security 
in place at Baltimore/Wash- 
ington International Air- 
port. 

The Maryland National 
Guard will be at BWI 
Thursday to ensure the 
safety of passengers. Mary- 
land state troopers are pa- 
trolling the airport until 
guardsmen complete train- 
ing. The guard members 
have finished Federal Avia- 
tion Administration training 
and will start state training 
in civilian interaction. 

The campaign is de- 
signed to prevent layoffs in 
the tourism industry, which 
employs more than 100,000

View From My Window |

AS THE WORLD TURNS 

Autumn officially began on Saturday, Sept. 22, 2001, 
A.D. at 7:04 p.m. Eastern Daylight Savings Time. My ex- 
perience of autumn began a few evenings later when I 
found myself pulling up the covers in the middle of the 
night. 

The days since then have been typical of fall. At dawn 
the sky is crystal clear. The sun shines, promising warmth. 
By mid-morning clouds gather. The winds arise. I put on 
a sweatshirt as I work about the house. I add a jacket if 
working at my desk. After a few days like that I begin to 
feel warm when the thermometer reads 60 degrees or 
above. That tells me my body has made the shift to the 
new season. 

One of the highlights of this year’s apple harvest was 
the first fruits from the Esopus Spitzenberg, Thomas Jef- 
ferson’s favorite. It is ane of the parent apples of the 
Jonathan which made me favorably disposed toward it, 
since the Jonathan is my favorite all-around appie. There 
were about a dozen pieces of fruit this year, enough for a 
good sampling. 

An Amishman told me once that the best time to pick 
an apple is just before it falls off the tree. His wry re- 
sponse contains a lot of wisdom. The apple is at its peak 
ripeness when it is ready to fall off the tree. When it falls, 
both the apple and its quality drop. He was saying, there- 
fore, that the best time to pick an apple is a little before 
the best time. An apple that has not reached its peak is 
preferable to an apple on the ground. 

There are plenty of other fall chores. A cord of fire- 
wood was delivered a few weeks ago that I still haven’t 
stacked. The cooler weather certainly makes me feel much 
more like stacking it. A half-hour each morning as a kind 
of aerobic warm-up to the day should see all that wood 
under cover shortly. 

I have a few gallons of paint that need to be applied 
before cold weather sets in. A few years ago my place 
looked like the town where the people were too poor to 
paint and too proud to whitewash. Having lifted my farm- 
stead out of that condition, I am eager not to allow the 
buildings to tumble back into it. 

While undertaking the various outdoor chores, it is im- 
portant to maintain vigilance against yellow jackets. The 
other day I was picking apples, when I grabbed an apple 
only to discover that a yellow jacket was feeding there. 
They will mine a nice, ripe apple hanging on the tree just 
as easily as one on the ground. Now I wear goatskin 
gloves when I am harvesting apples. I also keep benedryl 
handy. 

Most years the beginning oi antumn signals the end of 
lawn mowing. Once a month is usually enough in October 
and November, and that partly to mulch the fallen leaves. 
This year it was so dry that the lawn did not need mowing 
for the month following my return home from Europe. ° 

We had as muck rain here during the last fortnight of 
September as we had had in the 10 previous weeks. The 
grass seemed to think it should get in a little growing 
while it could. Nephew Grant has been mowing for me 


this year. It is one job off my shoulders, while providing 
him the opportunity to fund the growing personal budget 
of a teenager. 

That cuts me enough slack to do some jobs which are 
not absolutely essential, and yet need to be done. I have 
been dividing some antique irises that have not bloomed 
very well the past few years because the bulbs are bound 
up with themselves. Good fall plantings make for a beau- 
tiful spring. ’ 

What a comfort the cycle of na§ure is! The older peo- 
ple become, the more likely they Qre to opine that the 
seasons aren’t what they used to b®, Perhaps once we 
grow old nothing seems quite as good ‘gs it did when we 
were young. For all of that, one odape does follow 
another. 

If the transition does not attain to a ceytailn memory or 
poetic ideal, there is comfort that we have botk the mem- 
ory and the ideal to which current events cam be com 
pared. That means there is a certain comfort even in dis- 
appointment because we recognize a higher good than has 
been achieved 

If the autumn glory is not quite as glorious and the In- 
dian summer not quite as dreamy as ones we can remem- 
ber. there is still the glory and the dream. And if our 
chores are forever the same, then even the beading al 
sweat on a frosty morning attests to life. Despite all the 
startling halts we experience, the path continues. At the 
end of the day we can rest in the security that the very na- 
ture of change is certain.

Applications for the 2002 
permits are availabl- at all 
six refuse collection sites, as 
well as the Garrett County 
Courthouse. Applications 
may also be downloaded off 
the Internet at www.garrett 
county.org. The permit cost 
remains at $20 for the first 
vehicle and $10 for each ad- 
ditional vehicle in the 
househoid. Persons may 
simply complete the ap- 
plication and mail it with a 
check or money order to:

Individuals are also 
welcome to come to the 
landfill, located 3.5 miles 
north of Oakland and 2 
miles south of Bray School 
Road, to purchase permits.

Rams Outmatched By Alco 
In Error-Filled Contest 


If the Southern High 
School varsity football team 
could take away the first 
and fourth quarters of last 
Friday's game against Alle 
gany, they would have re 


turned home from Green- 
way Stadium in Cumberland 
with a 7-0 victory over the 
state-ranked Campers. But 
the home players proved 
that they deserved to be 
ranked, as they sandwiched 
their scoreless second and 
third quarters with 14-point 
first and fourth periods to 
record a 28-7 victory. It was 
the third defeat in four 
starts for the Rams, while 
the Campers upped their 
perfect record to 4-0. 

The Ram defense could 
not contain halfback Jeremy 
Seliers and fullback Chad 
Jacovino, who scored two 
touchdowns each and 
rushed for 170 and 116 
yards, respectively. Sellers 
carried the ball 22 times 
and Jacovino had 21 carries. 

Most of the damage 
done by Sellers was in the 
first quarter, when he 
picked up 126 of his yards 
and both of his touchdowns. 
His first came at the 7:45 
mark of the first quarter 
when ke capped a nine- 
play, 70-yard driye with a 
nine-yard scoring run. Billy 
Orndorff booted the first of 
four conversion points to 
put the Campers up 7-0. 

An interception of a 
Tobi Stoner pass by Robby 
O’Brien at the Allegany 28- 
yard line set up Sellers’ 
second TD, as he scored via 
a 23-yard reverse on a 
third-and-nine with 2:37 left 
in the quarter.

The Rams responded 
with a touchdown early in 
the second quarter when 
Stoner connected with slot 
Chad Panther on a 44-yard 
pass for a touchdown.

Preston is led offensively 
by senior running back Matt 
Liston (6-1, 185); senior 
fullback Jared Lawson (5-8, 
210); and senior slot Stanley 
Moore (5-5, 180). 

"Liston is one cf the 
strongest backs we wiil see 
this season," Gregg said. 
"They put the ball in his 
hands as much as possible, 
and he gets outstanding 
blocking from Lawson and 
Moore, who are both big, 
strong kids who try to run 
right over you." 

While the running game 
is the bread and butter for 
the Knight offense, they will 
also put the ball into the 
air, with one of the favorite 
targets being senior tight 
end Ben Whetsell (6-0, 
185).

Football Halli 


Three former outstand- 
averc fae 
Southern High School were 
recently inducted into the 
SHS Football Hall of Fame 
during pre-game ceremo- 
nies at the athletic field. 
They are Aaron Newcomb 
and Seth Tressler, both 
members of the SHS Class 
of 1997, and Dave Upole, a 
member of the SHS Class 
of 1973. 

Newcomb was a two-year 
starter for the Rams in the 
1995 and ’96 seasons, and 
amassed over 2,600 yards 
rushing in those two sea- 
sons. He holds the single 
game rushing record of 262 
yards. He was named to the 
first team All-Area squad as 
a running back both his ju- 
nior ard seniors years, won 
All-State honors his senior 
year, and was selected as 
one of the top 50 players in 


the state. 

Newcomb won the Gold 
Helmet award as the most 
outstanding player his ju- 
nior year, and MVP award 
his senior year. He is cur- 
rently attending Garrett 
Community College, pursu- 
ing a degree in law enforce- 
ment. 

Tressler was a three-year 
All Potomac ValJey Confer- 
ence and All-/Area_selec- 
tion, and was only the sec- 
ond SHS player in history 
to be named the Area De- 
fensive Player of the Year. 
He led the Rams in tackles 
his senior year with 76, in- 
cluding 30 solo tackles. 

He also excelled in base- 
ball, and is considered the 
best hitter ever at Southern. 
He received a football scho- 
larship to James Madison 
University. He currently at- 
tends Indiana University in 
Pennsylvania, where he is 
majoring in sociology. 

Upole played - halfback, 
middle linebacker; and re- 
turned kickoffs and punts in 
the 1970, °71, and °72 sea- 
sons for Coach Bill Frost. 
During his junior year, the 
Rams allowed a total of 
only 72 points, and gave up 
six or fewer points in seven 
games. As a senior, he led 
the Rams to an 8-2 season. 
He was named Best Offen- 
sive Back and won the 
Golden Helmet award both 
his junior and senior years. 
He was the second leading 
scorer in the PVC his se- 
nior year, with 18 touch- 
downs. He was named to 
the Tri-Valley Conference 
team both as a junior and a 
senior. 

Upole works as a fire 
boss for Mettiki Coal Com- 
pany, where he has been 
employed for 22 years. 

The three are now 
among 26 players, two 
coaches, and two communi- 
ty leaders named to the 
SHS Football Hall of Fame.

with this reduction in our 
service, we have far more 
reason for concern." 

Brode and others in- 
volved in the program 
maintain that the meal de- 
livery service is hurt by sev- 
eral misconceptions, includ- 
ing the idea that "big feder- 
al dollars" are available, or 
that the people receiving 
the meals are not truly in 
need. 

"The fact is, the pro- 
gram’s state, local, and fed-

"Having been a beneficia- 
ry for the past three years, 
we are disappointed,” said

‘Senior Helpings’ providing 
a total of $85,000 during 
that time." 

"Some of the stories that 
have occurred after our se- 
niors heard the news have 
been heartbreaking," said 
Ronnie Padmos, Older 
Americans Act program co- 
ordinator for the Area 
Agency on Aging.

pull-off area will also be 
placed on the hill’s descent. 

e An intersection im- 
provement project at Bittin- 
ger and Sky Valley roads 
will get under way in the 
spring and be completed 
next fall. The project will 
involve clearing sight lines 
and straightening a curve 
along Sky Valley Road that 
can put vehicles attempting 
to pull onto Bittinger Road 
into a precarious situation.

Cut to seven years later. Having long since given up 
finding each other (Sara nas subsequently moved to San 
Francisco), the two are hoth ahout to he married to other 
people.

ZOOLANDER

Ever since There’s Something About Mary cata- 
pulted him from the host of a popular MTV comedy series 
to household word status, Ben Stiller has been trying to 
re-create whatever it was that constituted that movie’s 
magic. He’s had hits (Keeping The Faith), misses (Mys- 
tery Men), and in-betweens (Meet The Parents), but never 
reached the kind of megahit status he achieved in Mary. 
Zoolander, his self-directed, self-written (with Drake 
Sather and John Hamburg) star vehicle featuring his 
simple-minded male model character, Derek Zoolander, 
isn’t going to do it either. But it’s not as bad as its trailers 
make it look. 

Following the formula originated in tne made-for TV 
shorts Derek Zoolander: Male Model (1996) and Derek 
Zoolander University (1997), the film centers around the 
beautiful but dim-witted Derek, whose various steely- 
eyed, puckered-lipped facial expressions (or "looks," as he 
calls them), all of which are the same, have made him the 
top male model in ine U.S. for four years running. That 
position is about to be challenged, however, by the up- 
and-coming Hansel (Owen Wilson), a pretty-faced, 
puckering blond who is into extreme sports and recre- 
ational drug use. Covering the story for Time magazine 
is reporter Matilda Jeffries (Christine Taylor, a.k.a Mrs. 
Ben Stiller), who at first finds Derek vain and repugnant, 
but soon discovers that he may be in danger. It seems 
that eccentric fashion mo Jacobim Mugatu (Will 
Ferrell, dolled up in a poodle-style hairdo to match his 


‘poodle-style poodle), who has hired Derek for an upcom- 


ing gig, has plans to brainwash him and train him to kill 
the new Malasian prime minister. This is because the 
new P.M. has pledged reform in child labor laws, which 
will force the U.S. fashion industry to pay fair wages to 
the Malasian sweatshop-working children who make 
their products. 

While the idea of this film is questionable at best, 
Stiller has apparently gained some recognition for his 
good-natured lampooning of the male fashion modeling 
industry by having his short films appear at the MTV 
fashion awards to general acclaim. So the logical next 
step would be to cash in and make a big-budget Hollywood 
movie. The film is dumb and generally unfunny, but it 
has its moments. One of its fun aspects is the inclusion 
of numerous cameos by people like David Bowie, Andy 
Dick (in extreme, Oompa-Loompa-esque make-up), Cuba 
Gooding Jr., Lenny Kravitz, Natalie Portman, and Winona 
Ryder, among others. Also on board are Stiller’s father 
Jerry (Seinfeld’s Frank Costanza) as Derek’s agent, and 
a scruffy and unkempt David Duchovny as the former 
model who tips Matilda off to Mugatu’s sinister plot. 

Don’t go to see Zoolander for incisive, witty comedy 
or interesting characters. Go for the purpose of seeing 
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fragmented feel, as if major plot and character elements 
were cut out. Such excisicens are often necessary for the 
sake of brevity, but it must be done in such a way as to 
to keep the narrative flow intact; I think this story has 
lost too many teeth. 

The film starts with a short prologue starring David 
Morse as photographer Robert Garfield, who goes to visit 
his childhood residence in Connecticut after learning 
that the second of his two best friends has passed away. 
Though the house is condemned and in dilapidated 
shape, he goes in and immediately begins reliving the 
events that began with his 11th birthday, back in 1960. In 
this flashback, which constitutes most of the film, young 
Bobby Garfield is played by Russian-bern child actor 
Anton Yelchin, and his two friends, Carol (Mika Boorem) 
and Sully (Will Rothhaar), are still very much alive. 

On the merning ofhis birthday, Bobby discovers that 
he will not be getting the beaut‘ful new bicycle he 
wanted, since his mother Elizabeth (Hope Davis) is 
having trouble making ends meet since his father disap- 
peared and left her with 4 stack of bills. Also on that 
morning, a new tenant arrives who will be renting the 
room in the attic—a Mr. Ted Brautigan (Hopkins), who 
offers to hire Bobby to read the newspaper to him for $1 
a week so that he may save up and purchase the bike for 
himself. Though Elizabeth doesn’t trust the old man, 
Bobby takes a liking to him, as do his two friends. He soon 
learns that there’s more to it than just reading, how- 
ever—he’s also expected to keep a watch out for what Ted 
calls "low men,” who are apparently pursuing him for 
some mysterious purpose. While Bobby’s mom breaks 
one mother-child appointment after another to work late 
for her boss (a man of questionable character), Bobby 
spends more and more time with Ted, eventually learn- 
ing that he has the ability to read what other people are 
thinking. In fact, he can impart that ability on Bobby with 
a simple touch. This, it turns out, is why the "low men" 
are after him. Then, two events that happen concur- 
rently impact Bobby’s and his mother’s lives in a way that 
they never expected. 

Whiie this film has the potential to be either a 
heartwarming coming-of-age story or a tense psychologi- 
cal thriller, it doesn’t really achieve either goal, often 
bogging down in cryptic philosophy and slow-moving 
moments of inexplicable character development. The 
script seems stilted and inaccessible; the actors seem 
distracted. Though there are moments of emotion, espe- 
cially for Bobby, Yelchin seems detached, as does his 
adult counterpart, Morse. This is apparently a choice by 
director Hicks, but it seems to run counter to the 
intended theme of the text. However, the film does show 
why Hopkins is such a well-respected actor; his essay of 
Brautigan, while distant, is subtle and tender, and the 
film boasts some touching moments. ***

We received a lot of inquiries about the status of the 
Third Street bridge. The town and the county have been 
working together closely on this project, and the prelimi- 
nary application has been filed and just this week was 
approved for federal funds. The next step is the design 
phase, which should start soon. The proposed bridge 
would be two lanes with a pedestrian walkway and no 
weight restrictions. 
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The board of directors of the Garrett County Chamber 
of Commerce held its regular monthly meeting on Thurs- 
day, Sept. 20, presided over by Chairman Jonathan "Smil- 
ey” Kessler. 

Chamber president Ken Wishnick reported that in fiscal 
year 2001, Garrett County showed a 9.9% increase in ac- 
commodations taxes collected over the previous year and 
an 11% increase in admissions and amusements tax for 
the same time period. Compared to three years ago, 
Wishnick said, Garrett County’s accommodations tax 
shows an increase of 42.7%. He also pointed out that 
these numbers have been adjusted for the change in ac- 
commodations tax rate from 3 to 4 percent to ensure an 
"apples to apples" comparison. 

Asa McCain, chairman of the Autumn Glory task force, 
said there are more entries for the Grand Feature Parade 
than last year. These include musical groups and school 
marching bands. The board set a policy that floats must 
have a seasonal or community theme and not be purely 
commercial in design and message. McCain then reported 
that food vendor spaces at the parade site are near sell- 
out and that remaining spaces for the Official Autumn 
Glory Craft & Gift Sale at the Dennett Road School are 
very limited. It was also mentioned that Fran Wishnick 
was coordinating the AG royal family coronation and en- 
tertainment program, and that more invitations for the 
kick-off event had been mailed. 

McCain said the Deep Creek Lions Club has requested 
permission to take over nianagement of Autumn Glory 
food vendor concessions next year. The board approved 
this request, and club members will "shadow" the chamber 
staff this year in anticipation of the transfer. 

It was reported that Genesis Publishing and Advertising 
of Towson had been selected as the vendor for the 2002 
Vacation Guide. Jerry Geisler, chairman of the Vacation 
Guide Task Force, said his group recommended that ad- 
vertising rates in the guide remain the same as last year. 

In the absence of Jim Murray, Wishnick reported on a 
proposed supplemental insurance program to be made 
available to chamber members by AFLAC through Gon- 
der Insurance. The board approved the program and au- 
thorized Wishnick to proceed with the new meniber bene- 
fit.

FSU Moves Up 
In National 
College Rankings 


In the most recent edi- 
tion of U.S News and World 
Report listing “America’s 
Best Colleges," Frostburg 
State University has jumped 
from the third tier to the 
second tier in the rankings 
of northern master’s degree 
granting universities. 

The magazine uses four 
tiers of rankings, based on a 
wide range of criteria gath- 
ered from individual institu- 
tions, which are categorized 
by the school’s mission and/ 
or region. Categories such 
as academic reputation, re- 
tention and _ graduation 
rates, and student selectivi- 
ty are given specific weights 
and compared against peer 
institutions. Salisbury and 
Towson universities are also 
listed in tier two. 

While many of FSU’s fig- 
ures were comparable to its 
peer institutions, Frostburg 
did post high statistics in 
the categories of diversity, 
full-time faculty, class size, 
and alumni giving. Areas 
that showed improvement 
over the previous year in- 
cluded FSU’s reputation 
score as determined by oth- 
er university leaders, its 
freshman retention rate, 
and the average SAT score 
of its freshman class. 

FSU ranked particularly 
well in comparison with 
other public institutions in 
the second tier, which made 
up only 15 of the 45 univer- 
sities listed. In tier one, 
there are only seven public 
institutions out of 42. 

FSU listed highest in the 
tier among public universi- 
ties in the percentage of

When I was in my first pastor- 
aie in the suburbs of Harrisburg, 
PA, one day on the way to call in 
the hospital, I saw a woman hit by 
acar. As I pulled over to the curb, 
I was sure that she had not sur- 
vived, for she had been thrown 
into the air and came down witha 
terrible thud. | had always been 
squeamish about physical inju- 
ries. The sight revolted me. So, I 
assumed that on this busy street 
there would be someone less 
squeamish and more knowledge- 
able to do whatever needed to be 
done before an ambulance 
arrived. 

But, although several other 
people iooked on with me, none 
made a move to go to the fallen 
woman's side, At last, I realized 
that if anything was going to be 
done, it would have to be me. So, 
for the first time in my life, I put 
aside my abdominal butterflies 
and knelt beside the bloodied 
woman to do whatever I could do. 
Miraculously, she was still alive, 
although I as sure she could not 
long survive. Nevertheless, later 
that same day in the hospital I saw 
her again and was told that she 
would recover and live. 

An 80-Year Old Failure 

I must confess that putting out 
my hand that day to touch her 
was one of the hardest things | 
had ever done. But, it seemed, | 
had no choice because no one

as going to do it and I knew 
that someone e had to at leasi try. I 
had no idea how I could be of help 
to her, but that ail became pretty 
academic when I put out my hand 
and did what I thought, for me, 
was impossible, I have since come 
to realize that most the worthwhile 
things in the world have been ac- 
complished by people who were 
just as scared as I was, and just 
as certain they were not cqual to 
the task 
Today, we cclebrate Moses as

For one thing, Moses made 
the change possible when, see-

Too 
many of us would have said—and 
do say todey—"“Hmm, isn’t that 
strange!" and kept going. God 
has a message for each of us, but 
we will never hear that message 
unless we are willing to “turn aside 


and see,” to give God achance to + 
speak from some of the “holy : 


round” in our own lives. 


erhaps another reason that God , 


was able to reach Moses was that 
when he was challenged, he was 
honest about his doubts and 
reservations.

Pharoah as his representative, 
Moses did not beat around the 
burning bush: “Who am I that | 


should go to Pharoah and bring ~ 


the sons of Isreal out of Egypt?”

Try coating 
the inside of the glass by swishing it 
with a clear liquid wax or a liquid 
dishwasher drying agent, like Jet-Dry. 
A layer of clear wax will cover the fine 
scratches so you can display the empty 
vase or fill it with artificial flowers.

that prayer I was on the phone returning a call to my dep- 
“Jty command chaplain in Korea when I heard a very deep 
*boom." 
~~ Immediately everyone was exiting the conference room 
sand franticly waving at me to follow. I hung up the phone 
“and followed the orderly mass of people exiting the buil- 
‘dling. As we turned around we could see dark billowing 
tolls of smoke rising directly opposite from where we 
were. No one was panicking. No one was running. All of 
“us were stunned in disbelief. We moved to the edge of the 
awalkway and watched the smoke rise. Some were asking 
“df it was a bomb. No one knew. 

Word quickly passed through us that a plane had 
crashed into the other side of the building. The smoke 
“was werse now. Suddenly, security personnel began yelling 
at us to move off the walkway and across the road to the 
river. Another plane was supposedly inbound for a second 
strike. No one seemed to panic, but anxiety obviously rose 
~as folks now very quickly moved down the steps and 

“across the road. 

Casualties began emerging toward us from inside the 
-building. Some were walking on their own while others 
were being helped or carried. Voices were calling for any- 
one with medical experience to identify themselves. Chap- 
“lains were assisting the wounded. Some were holding IV 
bags in the air, others praying, comforting and encour- 
»dging those injured. I moved from victim to victim to offer 
“Support, Prayed with a few, Stayed with some ’til we could 
>put them in a vehicle headed for a hospital. One black 
major was badly burned and his skin was hanging off his 
arm. It was a frenzy of activity... 

Teams were now formed to go into the building to re- 
move bodies. There were four of us chaplains. After the 
FBI would photograph and tag the remains inside the 
building and indicate location found, the Old Guard sol- 
diers would put the remains into body bags; two chaplains 
(protestant and catholic) would pray a blessing over the 
remains before they were carried out of the building to a 
refrigeration truck waiting with a medical team and chap- 


. lain inside. A doctor would pronounce death, and after 


that the remains would be escorted to a controlled FBI 
holding area at the end of the Pentagon. 

Respect for the dead and chain of custody were of par- 
amount importance. I was designated the Protestant chap- 
lain and Chaplain Rick Spencer designated the Catholic 
chaplain who would pray over the remains inside the buil- 
ding. Both of us could feel the weight of the responsibility, 
but both of us also found relief and strength through pray- 
er ai i at we were doing for the liv- 
ing and the dead was necessary and a sacred honor. 

Father Speticer and I hit it off instantly. I could sense

Chaplain Spencer and I assured each of them and then 
followed them into the building as they followed CSM 
Butts’ (Old Guard) lead straight in and then left, down a 
long and dark hall through four inches of standing water 
and debris and then right to where the remains were 
tagged and ready for removal. One soldier returned. He 
couldn’t handle the confinement of the darkness. Lights 
were brought in and he passed by us on his way back in. 
Father Spencer and I stood in polluted water against the 
wall and waited. 

The longer we waited, the more time we had to think. 
The more time we had to think, the heavier the ordeal be- 
came. We were in polluted water with him in army boots 
and me in low, quarters. While we both had masks over 
our noses, our eyes were not protected. Besides that, we 
wondered what the mask wasn’t filtering out. Then we 
wondered about the structural integrity of the building... 
These thoughts were not at all comforting but they were 
real and we didn’t want anyone else to be hurt, especially 
those risking their own lives trying to help. We stood in si- 


lence and continually offered prayer. 

As each stretcher came and stopped, we each simulta- 
neously blessed the deceased. Every body removed from 
the disaster would have a Protestant and a Catholic bless- 
ing offered. if anyone knew that someone was Jewish or 
Muslim, we were prepared for that as well. However, none 
of us knew anything of the sort. We did with deep respect 
what our conscience and duty as chaplains called for. We 
comforted the living and honored the dead. It was difficult 
duty. 

Father Spencer and I noted the nervous look in the 
eyes of the soldiers as they first went in. As they carried 
remains out their eyes told a different story. Some were 
now stoic, focused on the task, not allowing him or her to 
think about what they were seeing and doing. Others 
looked profoundly disturbed and still others, shocked. 
Imagination was made to flee in the face of reality and 
the reality was most gruesome. Remains would be brought 
out, and then we would come out and wait 'til the FBI 
finished their processes, and then we would go throvgh it 
all over again. 

While we waited, Chaplain Spencer and I would talk to 
the troops and then go back ‘in with the next group. It was 
hard on the soldiers. Even the rescue professionals and 
the FBI said they had never seen as like this before. 
1 had, anid I had to cofirol my thoughts because they 
wanted to take me to a place I could not afford to go. Not 
now, for sure. My own training in Critical Incident Stress 
Debriefing told me I would need to go there later, but 
certainly not now. We continued to pray and we continued 
to minister to the soldiers, firemen, safety inspectors, 
structural inspectors, air inspectors, and FBI agents, every- 
body involved in the process where we were. It was a very 
long and hot day, but at 1730 it was over. Structural con- 
cerns would not allow us to continue for the rest of the 
evening. We were exhausted as Chaplain Spencer and I 
headed back to the chaplain operations tent. 

A regional police chaplain asked if I could use a ride to 
the hotel and I gratefully accepted, but couldn’t leave due 
to the presideat’s momentary arrival. Then we noticed 
firemen up on the roof of the Pentagon building unfolding 
a large American flag. The president arrived and actually 
passed by where Chaplain Spencer and I were standing. 
We each shook his hand and noticed his moist eyes. He

Maryland farmers have 
been reminded that they 
must provide the Maryiand 
Department of the Environ- 
ment (MDE) with a "Justifi- 
cation for Plan Submission 
Delay" form if they are un- 
able to secure a consultant 
to develop a nutrient man- 
agement plan by the Dec. 
31 deadline. "We under- 
stand that many consultants 
are experiencing a backlog 
of requests for nutrient 
management plans," said 
Hagner R. Mister, secretary 
of Maryland’s Department 
of Agriculture (MDA). 
"However, being placed on 
a consultant’s waiting list 
does not automatically satis- 
fy the requirements of the 
law. There are certain pro- 
cedures and deadlines that 
apply.” 

The Water Quality Im- 
provement Act of 1998 re- 
ferred to by the secretary 
requires all agricultural op- 
erations grossing $2,500 or 
more annually or raising 
8,000 pounds or more of 
live animal weight to have a 
nutrient management plan 
in place by the end of this 
year. Maryland farmers un- 
able to have their plans de- 
veloped by that deadline 
must provide MDA with a 
completed and signed Justi- 
fication for Plan Submission 
Delay form.

ATLANTA, GA -- Doctors 
were surprised when two 
separate studies found that a 
natural dietary supplement 
could help cause significant 
weight loss. 

Although not conclusive, 
both studies found that pa- 
tients receivirg the formula 
called Bio-Rex 3000, lost 
more than twice as much 
weight as those in a control 
group on the same fat reduced 
diet.

County Substance Abuse Program (for- — 
merly, the Addictions Clinic), I would like to clarify a few 
issues, and then appeal to the community for help in making 
our treatment efforts more effective. 

As therapists, we consider ourselves medical profession- 


. als, operating under the same premises, procedures, and et h- 
‘ ics you would expect from your doctor. These would include: 


"First, Do no harm” and second, “If the patient is going to 


» get weil, he/she must foilow the prescribed course of action, 


or treatment plan.” 
Despite the fact that we are a small staff of 11 people, 


‘ charged with a diverse set of tasks - that is, we serve the necds 
‘ of all drug and alcohol abusers in the county from first-time 


DWI offenders to chronically addicted clients, all ages, both 


"sexes, in several different’ settings - I would like to make the 
' following statement: People who follow our direction will 


have manageability restored to their lives and wiil eventually 
conquer their addiction. 

We have an excellent staff of highly trained people, but 
the fact is, most people with chemical abuse and dependency 
problems expect to restore manageability to their life by fol- 
lowing some of the treatment plan, some of the time. This rarvly 
works. Typically, what they think they need to do to get well 
is more or less what failed iast time. Repeating the same be- 
haviors and expecting different results is a fundamental 
symptom of addiction. As therapists, we must skillfully and 
tactfully tell our customers what they neither want to hear 
nor believe. That is usually true with regard to the severity of 
the individual’s problem and always true with regard to re- 
commending the most feasible solution. They get mad, 
scared, or both, and start looking for ways out. 

The definition of alcoholism as defined by ASAM (the 


American Society of Addictive Medicine) reads as follows: 
“Alcoholism is a primary, chronic disease with genetic, psy- 
chosocial, and environmental factors influencing ‘ts de- 


‘ velopment and manifestations. The disease is often progres- 
; sive and fatal. It is characterized by impaired control over 


drinking, preoccupation with the drug alcohol, use of alcol\ol 
despite adverse consequences, and distortions in thinking, 


-! most notably denial. Each of these symptoms may be continu- 
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ous or periodic.” 

Some people might have difficulty accepting alcoholism 
(and chemical dependence in general) as a disease. Bill Pur- 
nett, president of NAADAC (National Association of Alco- 
hol and Drug Abuse Counselors) in the most recent edition 
(October) of Counselor magazine, stated: “One of the most 
basic topics that all addiction counselors need to be able to dis- 
cuss and explain is the disease of addiction. The fact is that «d- 
diction is comparable to numerous other diseases in many 
ways... If alcoholism is compared based on the degree to which 
it has a biological basis, the degree to which the condition shows 
a predictable course and. outcome, and the degree to which the 
condition or its manifestations are caused by volitional acts, 


then the disease of alcoholism is very comps coronury 
heart disease, iypertension, diabetes mellitus, cancer, ana 
syphilis.” 


Let me point out, if there were a successful argument 
against the position that chemical abuse and dependence 
constitutes a medical condition, I think the insurance com- 
panies would have found it. It is incumbent upon them to pay 
millions of dollars each year to treat alcoholism and other 
drug addiction.

ery, and that it would be counterproductive to set the patient 
up for failure on the treatment plans. Everything we ask the 
patient to do can be accomplished, given the proper priority. 
The patient’s protests shouid not be allowed to interrupt the 
treatment process. These barriers wouldn’t stop the person 
from pursuing relief from any other life-threatening medical 
condition, which, incidentally, is also harming the people 
around them. Those who care should not accept such ratio- 
nale from the substance abuser. People suffering from chemi- 
cal abuse/dependence are not necessarily responsible for 
their affliction, but they owe it to themselves, to loved ones, 
and to society to address the solution in the manner most 
likely to ensure success. 

Garrett County is a tough place to get clean and sober. 
This is because of the relatively sparse population. Many 
addicts and alcoholics relocate to this area in search of the 
“geographic cure,” thinking that the opportunities to use 
will be so greatly diminished, their willpower will win out. 
That is not how it works. The recovering person needs a vig- 
orous support system involving healthy companionship, fam- 
ily, and community understanding, and needs opportunities 
to rebuild from extremely limited resources. 

It has been suggested that the county would benefit from 
a more extensive facility or residential treatment program, 
such as the Finan Center in Allegany County. What is im- 
portant is not where the individual receives residential treat- 
ment; the key is a development of a community and family 
support system into which one can be discharged. The 
Massie Unit of the Finan Center serves the four western 
counties, a population of nearly half a million people 
(432,000). It has a staff of approximately 25 people and is 
actually a component of the larger Allegany County Health 
Department Addictions Program. It operates, as does our 
local program, principally on public funds. Both facilities are 
held highly accountable for the extent and quality of their 
services. After 14-28 days in a protected environment, where 
the focus is en-tirely on the importance of the individual 
getting clean and sober, the residential patient is discharged 
with an aftercare plan not unlike what we develop for our pa- 
tients. One can either follow it or not. It’s easier to address 
the issues on that plan (employment, medical care, housing, 
i12-step fellowship, education, etc...) in a community of di- 
verse resources. Placing a residential facility in Garrett 
County will not alter this basic fact. 

Keeping the beds filled and giving the patient what he/she 
needs to get sober is why, after a year-long deliberation and 
upon the advice of the Addictions Advisory Council, the 
health department elected not to compete but to partner 

with Allegany County in establishing a half-way house in far 
western Maryland. We have tried to augment the community 
support network by increasing the patient’s therapeutic 
sessions beyond what is normally found in an outpatient clin- 
ic. Requiring the patient to attend at least three therapeutic 
sessions each week was generally perceived by virtually ev- 
eryone outside our clinic as overly intrusive and unrealistic. 
The number of participants dwindled to the point that the 
‘more intensive treatment, in thé jaifand in the Oakland clin- 
ic, dic aot justify the time, staff, and expense it took to ad- 
equately provide the service. Toe 

To be truly successful, we must raise the collective con- 
sciousness of the community as to the importance of having 
the patients engage and follow through with treatment re- 
commendations. The interesting phenomena is how often 
people vigorously clamor for help, either for themselves or 
others, and then fail to support or follow through with what 
is presented. 

Be assured, treatment services of the Garrett County Sub- 
stance Abuse Program is of the highest quality. All eight ther- 
apists are state certified drug/alcohol counselors, four at the 
master’s level. The state of Maryland’s Alcohol and Drug 
Abuse Administration and Lt. Governor Townsend’s Drug 
and Alcohol Councii rigidly monitor program protocols. 
Earlier this month, the program was reviewed for two days 
by a team of five surveyors from the state Office of Health 
Care Quality (formerly License and Certification). They sat 
in on groups, interviewed clients, and reviewed nearly all the 
medical records. The program received outstanding marks 
in all areas and received a two-year certification. 

My challenge to the family, friends, and professionals 
seeking help for the many alcohol and drug abusers living in 
our community is this: Participate and support the individu- 
als in their recovery plan and, above all, hold them account- 
able for following the recommendations. Filter the individu- 
als’ excuses for not complying with treatment as though they 
were refusing to follow the directions of a physician trying to 
save their life, for that is exactly what it is. Substance abusers, 
particularly, must be held accountable for treatment compli-

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Survey Shows Maryland Teen 
Drug Use Down, Except Ecstasy

BALTIMORE — Drug 
use among Maryland teens 
has continued to decrease 
over the past six years, ac- 
cording to a survey released 
last week, bui administra- 
tors are concerned about 
the increasing popularity of 
designer drugs. 

"While we feel good 
about [the results], there is 
one drug that has become a 
major problem and that is 
ecstasy," said Lynn Linde, 
chief of the Maryland State 
Department of Education 
Student Services and Alter- 
native Programs branch. 

Student responses to 
more than three-fourths of 
the questions answered 
showed their drug and alco- 
hol use declining, placing 
them slightly below the na- 
tional average in most cate- 
gories, according to the bi- 
enniai Maryland Adolescent 
Survey, released by tie 
state Board of Education at 
its meeting Tuesday. 

The survey polled about 
34,500 6th, 7th, 10th, and 
12th graders statewide at 
public schools to determine 
their tobacco, alcohol, and 
illegal drug use. 

Administrators are wor- 
ried the use of ecstasy and 
similar drugs, which has 
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quadrupled in the past 10 
years, may continue its 
sharp increase. 

About 5 percent of 
Maryland 12th graders re- 
ported they’d used ecstasy 


within 30 days of the sur- 
vey, a figure about 1 per- 


centage point above the na- 
tional average. The Mary- 
land figure is 2 percentage 
points higher than it was in 
1998. 

Programs tailored specifi- 
cally to combat ecstasy use 
have recently been imple- 
mented at schools. 

"Almost a year ago, [drug 
prevention coordinators] 
identified the growing 
threat of ecstasy, confirmed 
by these results, and imple- 
mented the Ecstasy Action 
Plan using prevention, en- 
forcement, treatment, and 
monitoring to combat this 
problem," said Lt. Gov. 
Kathleen Kennedy Town- 
send.

On the last Sunday of October (the 28th) we set our 
clocks back one hour; this causes both sunrises and sun- 
sets to occur an hour earlier. This shift from Daylight 
Time to Standard Time also gives us an extra hour of eve- 
ning star gazing. 

October 31 besides being Halloween is also a cross 
quarter day, marking the mid point of the fall. Other cross 

uarter days are February 2 (winter), May 1 (spring), and 
Soot 1 (summer), 

THE MOON — The moon is full on October 2, rising 
at dusk and hanging in the sky all night long. This is the 
famed Harvest Moon, providing extra evening moonlight 
for the next five nights. By October 10 the moon has 
shrunk to half full, then seen only in the morning sky. On 
that same date the moon will appear near the bright plan- 
et Jupiter at dawn. On October 15 the crescent moon will 
be near the brilliant planet Venus in the eastern dawn. 
For the next few days the moon will be lost in the sun’s 
glare, reappearing in the western dusk after October 17. 
By October 23 the moon will have grown to half full, ap- 
pearing as a letter "D" in the southern evening sky. On 
that same date the moon appears near the planet Mars. 
While the moon resembles a "D," this is the best time to 
spot its craters and mountains with binoculars or tele- 
scopes. Halloween features a nearly full moon for trick or 
treaters. 

THE BRIGHT PLANETS — Our five nearest planetary 
neighbors appear as points of light that shine more stead- 
ily than the twinkling night stars. But if a planet appears 
very close to the horizon or if it’s windy, even the planet's 
light may flicker. In October, the planet Mars is low in the 
southwestern evening sky. Ihree bright planets can be 
‘seen together at dawn. Most conspicuous is the brilliant 
planet Venus, low in the east. Above and to the right is 
the bright planet Jupiter. Higher and yet farther to the 
right is the planet Saturn. In the last week of October, the 
planet Mercury can be seen below Venus. 

OCTOBER’S BEST SIGHTS — Locate the Big Dipper 
low in the northwest. Midway up in the western southern 
evening sky is the Summer Triangle, a large trio of bright 
stars that points south. The fall evening star groups are 
now quite prominent in the east. The bright golden star 
Capella i is striking in the northeast. Above and to the right 
is the charming 7 Sisters star cluster; resembling a tangle 
of lightning bugs. Below the 7 Sisters are the bright star 
Aledberan and the planet Saturn. 
~ OCTOBER ASTRONOMY ACTIVITIES — Now fea- 
tured at the Frostburg State Planetarium is "Music of the 
Spheres," with free public showings each Sunday at 4 p.m. 
And 7 p.m. Also featured is an informal tour of the sky at 
dusk and at dawn using our planetarium projector. The 
Frostburg State Planetarium is just off the front lobby of 
Tawes Hall. The Cumberland Astronomy Club will meet 
on Friday, Oct. 19, af the’kaVale Public Library at 7:30 
p.m. All interested sky gazers from the tri-state area are 
welcome. 

* Dr. Bob Doyle directs the planetarium at Frostburg State.

al) pass through a single entrance and are given a braceiei 
to identify that we are authorized to be inside the area 
A different Old Guard company arrives for duty and 
gets suited up jn rubber boots, gloves, masks, and safety 
helmets. I again step up and inform the group that though 
the day’s memories will be gruesome and those they will 
not wish to recall, it is our sacred duty to remove our fel- 
low Americans with dignity and respect as we seek on this 
day to serve both God and country with integrity befitting 
honor because we are Americans. They were ready, and 


Chaplain Spencer and I were ready too. Chaplain Brad- 
field, who would again be inside the refrigeration truck 
with the doctor and nurse, was ready too. This would be 
another very hard day, but none of us knew that yet. We 
moved to our places and began. 

The FBI was ready to lead us into deeper carnage. It 
was harder to breath the air...much more nauseating. Our 
thoughts were less controlled and our emotions were be- 
ginning to overload duc to the visual trauma experienced. 
In fact, had the three of us chaplains not been specifically 
asked to retuth as a team for this third day, none of us 
would have. For the sake of the soldiers and teams we 
had bonded with and established a strong miuistry link, we 
each stayed. It was our cuty and we clearly knew that and 
embraced it without hesitation. The work continued. 

Standing deep inside watching the soldiers work after 
the FBI backed cut, one of the FBI agents said to me, 
“Chaplain, I can’t express bow comforting it is to us that 
you two are ip here standing with us.” I remarked to 
Chaplain Spencer how surprised I sometimes am by “who" 
makes those kinds of comments than ! am by the com- 
ments themselves. Structural safety engineers cleared us 
from the building with concerns that a wall may collapse 
and trap us inside. Quickly we went outside and waiied. 
_. Up inside an exposed fourth or fifth floor office on the 
left side of the blast area you could see a Marine Corps 
flag standing. The entire wall was blown away, but that 
flag was standing tall. I pointed it out to the Marines 
among us. I told them, "Though covered in ashes and 
amidst destruction all around, that flag still stands. Look 
at it long and hard. Remember this day, Marine, never 
forget it and be proud. That is the heritage you are a part 
of." Even the faces on the Army soldiers were glowing, 
and when the Marine Corps major with us actually pulled 
the flag from that office as a crane raised him to it, all of 


te efarted ce H : * ; 
us started clapping wildly. It was 2 great moment indeed! 


- Still waiting to go back into the building. Chaplain 
Spencer and I are told to report back over to the chaplain 
operations tent. We get there, but no one knows who sent 
for us so we head back. We are stopped by two senators 
and are asked how we are doing. We share what we are 
doing and they are particularly moved that every body re- 
moved from the disaster is being given a Protestant and 
Catholic blessing before removal from the building. They 
thank us and we move back to our troops wondering if 
that was why we were to go over there — Who knows? 


Still waiting. Chaplain Spencer and I moved among the 
troops checking to seeing how everyone was doing. One 
soldier took Father Rick aside and asked for prayer of 
reconciliation. That is what we chaplains are about. Rec- 
onciling soldiers to God and soldiers with themselves and 
others. "Bringing God to Soldiers and Soldiers to God," is 
more than just our Army Chapiain Corps motto. It is what 
we do and we do it where the soldiers are. We share in 
their hardships and chalienges, in their joys and in their 
terrors, and sometimes we die with them too. It is our sa- 
cred honor and duty and we can do no less. 

It is now 5 p.m.; two Navy and one Coast Guard 
lains are now replacing the three of us. Our duty is done; 
our fellow sister service chaplains will continue. We have 
finaliy been relieved of the watch. We say goodbye to the 
troops, FBI, rescue workers, medical personnel and one 
happy Marine Corps major, and the three of us report 
back to the chaplain operations tent. 

As we stood talking among ourseives, we each realized. 
it was yood we werc relieved two hours early. My cup of 
trauma work was full and almost overflowing. My body 
felt exhausted and my emotions wanted to again burst. 
The pain in my foot and leg was even more pronounced 
and I needed to eat something more than just a sandwich. 
Father Spencer and I headed over to the Red Cross food 
center set up in the Pentagon parking lot. What a shock 
we were in for. Standing in line waiting for chicken and 
barbecue, a man grabbed me and hugged me. When I 
looked at him and heard him say, "Robert, I am really 
glad you are here." His affirmation as my chief of Army 
chaplains deeply touched me more than I can say. He in- 
vited Chaplain Spencer and me to join him at his table, 
and we did. Our deputy chief of chaplains was there too, 
as was Our sergeant major—in my view ihe best threesome 
our corps has ever had! The chief looked under my very 
hot black sweater and immediately knew why I was wear- 
ing it. He smiled at me and chuckled. Everything I needed 
on my shirt beneath was missing. We had a good laugh. It 
was an appropriate conclusion to a long hard three days, 
and days none of us ever wanted to repeat. 

With our duty here now done, Chaplain Spencer and I 
joined hands, prayed for each other, hugged each other 
and departed in the peace of the Lord and in the satisfy- 


. Ing knowledge that our ministry had made a difference to 


those whom tragedy had so ruthlessly thrown together but 
God had so wondrously caused to prevail. 

Looking back at the flag draped from the Pentagon 
building and saluting one last time, I started the painful 
walk up the long hill to the Sheraton. A security man saw 
me limping and gave me a ride. I was grateful indeed! 

, Day Four 

I slept long and hard, but awakened before 0600. My 
lungs don’t feel completely clear. I am in emotional over- 
load. The images are too intense, and I find myself still 
shaking my head in disbelief. It is all so surreal. 

None of the chaplains who flew in from overseas can 
fly back before next Thursday [Sept. 20]. I call the airlines 
and the best I can do is next Wednesday, the 19th, out of 
National. My flight is rebooked, but then the TV says Na- 


tional is now closed indefinitely. What to do? 

The Arab lady working in the hotel restaurant won’t let 
me pay for my coffee and says, "God bless you" to me as 
I leave. I take a cab to Ft. Myer to pray in the chapel, and 
we are stopped in a long security line with the meter run- 
ning. I pay the cabby and ask for a ride from the driver in 
the car ahead. He gladly lets me in and telis me he is a 
tetired Naval aviator and has already volunteered to the 
Navy that he is ready to do a suicide mission on any target 
they nome. I understand. He drops me off at the chapel 
for prayer and picks me up afterward. 

I sit at the computer to write from daily journal the 
above. It is now 1830 hours. I am finished and I am okay. 
My task now is to quickly find my way back to Korea. 
May God help me and may God bless America!

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Why Leaves Change Color 


If you are lucky, you live 
in one of those parts of the 


world where Nature has one 
last fling before settling down 
into winter’s sleep. In those 
lucky places, as days shorten 
and temperatures become 
crisp, the quiet green palette 
of summer foliage is trans- 
formed into the vivid autumn 
paiette of reds, oranges, 
golds, and browns before the 
leaves fall off the trees. On 
special years, the colors are 
truly breathtaking. 

How does autumn color 

happen? 

For years, scientists have 
worked to understand the 
changes that happen to trees 
and shrubs in the autumn. 
Although we don’t know all 
the details, we do know 
enough to explain the basics 
and help you to enjoy more 
fully Nature’s multicolored 
autumn farewell. Three fac- 


tors influence autumn leaf 


color —- leaf pigments, length 
of night, and weather — but 
not quite in the way we think. 
The timing of color change 
and leaf fall are primarily 
regulated by the calendar, 
that is, the increasing length 
of night. None of the other 
environmental influences 
temperature, rainfall, food 
supply, and so on — are as 
unvarying as the steadily in- 
creasing length of night dur- 
ing autumn. As days grow 
shorter, and nights grow 
longer and cooler, biochem- 
ical processes in the leaf be- 
n to paint the landscape 
th Nature’s autumn palette.

@ Anthocyanins, which give 
color to such familiar things 
as cranberries, red apples, 
concord grapes, blueberries, 
cherries, strawberries, and 
plums. They are water soluble 
and appear in the watery li- 
quid of leaf cells 

Both chlorophyll and caro- 
tenoids are present in the 
chloroplasts of leaf cells 
throughout the growing sea- 
son. Most anthocyanins are 
produced in the autumn, in 
response to bright light and 
excess plant sugars within leaf 
cells. 

During the growing sea- 
son, chlorophyll is continually 
being produced and broken 
down, and leaves appear 
green. As night length in- 
creases in the autumn, chlo- 
rophy!l production slows 
down and then stops, and 
eventually ail the chlorophyll 
is destroyed. The carotenoids 
and anthocyanins that are 
present in the leaf are then

tacular color displays. During 
these days, lots of sugars are 
produced in the !eaf but the 
cool nights and the gradual 
closing of veins going into the 
lezf prevent these sugars 
from moving out. These con- 
ditions — lots of sugar and 
lots of light — spur produc- 
tion of the brilliant anthocy- 
anin pigments, which tint 
reds, purples, and crimson. 
Because carotenoids are al- 
ways preseni in leaves, the 
yellow and gold colors re- 
main fairly constant from 
year to year. 

The amount of moisture 
in the soil also affects au- 
tumn colors. Like the weath- 
er, soil moisture varies great- 
ly from year to year. The 
countless combinations of 
these two highly variable fac- 
tors assure that no two au- 
tumns can be exactly alike. A 
late spring or a severe sum- 
mer drought can deiay the 
onset of fall color by a few 
weeks. A warm period during 
fali will also lower the in- 
tensity of autumn colors. A 
warm wet spring, favorable 
summer weather, and warm 
sunny fall. days with cool 
nights should produce the 
most brilliant autumn colors. 

What triggers leaf fall? 

In early autumn, in re- 
sponse to the shortening days 
and declining intensity of 
sunlight, leaves begin the 
processes leading up to their 
fall. The veins that carry 
fluids into and out of the leaf 
gradually close off as a layer 
of cells forms at the base of 
each leaf. These clogged 
veins trap sugars in the leaf 
and promote production of 
anthocyanins. Once this sep- 
aration layer is complete and 
the connecting tissues are 
sealed off, the leaf is ready to 


What happens to all those 
fallen leaves? 
Necdles and leaves that 
fall are not wasted. They de- 
compose and restock the soil 
with nutrients and make up 
part of the spongy humus lay- 
er of the forest floor that ab- 
sorbs and holds rainfall. Fall- 
en leaves also become food 
for numerous soil organisms 
vital to the forest ecosystem. 
It is quite easy to see the 


benefit to the tree of its an 
nual leaf fall, but the advan 
tage to the entire forest is 
more subtle. It could well be 
that the forest could no more 


survive without its annzal re- 
ee from leaves than

myriad fascinating puzzles 
still to solve.

When is the best time to see 
autumn color? 

Unfortunately, autumn 
color is not very predictable, 
especially in the long term.

But it generally 
starts in late September in 
New England and moves 
southward, reaching the 
Smoky Mountains by early 
November. It also appears 
about this time in the high-el- 
evation mountains of the 
West. Remember that cooler 
high elevations will color up 
before the valleys.

Glassblowing 
Tour Slated At 
Simon Pearce 


Visitors can view the art 
of fine glassblowing on dis- 
play throughout the 34th an- 
nual Autumn Glory Festival 
during self-guided tours of 
the Simon Pearce facility in 
Min. Lake Park. The glass- 
making factory will be open 
to the public Thursday, Oct. 
11, through Sunday, Oct. 14, 
from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. daily. 

At the Simon Pearce facil- 
ity visitors will be able to ob- 
serve glassblowers at work 
from a "catwalk" viewing gal- 
lery above the factory floor. 
A ventilation system in the 
roof over the production area 
helps maintain a comfortable 
work environment, despite 
the intense heat from the 
glass furnace and glory holes. 
The glassblowers create the 
glass pieces in two-person 
master and apprentice teams, 
sharing the tasks of hand 
blowing and hand finishing. 
The rough cross, made by the 
pontil iron that holds the 
piece in place as it is fin- 
ished, symbolizes the unique 
nature of each piece, which 
bears the mark as a trade- 
mark of Simon Pearce. 

Pearce studied at the Roy- 
al College of Art in London 
and worked in some of Eu- 
rope’s most renowned glass 
houses before establishing his 
own workshop in Kilkenny, 
Ireland, in 1970. There he be- 
gan producing a line of origi- 
nal clear glass that honored 
the traditions of the past 
while setting its own prece- 
dence for contemporary form 
and function. Pearce contin- 
ues to share a vision of de 
sign and craftsmanship that is 
admired for the human touch 
that gives each piece its indi- 
viduality and character. 

The glass factory operates 
a retail store that sells Simon 
Pearce glass and pottery, 
along with fine table linens, 
baskets, wooden-ware, and 
tabletop accessories

Noted Anti-Taliban Activist 


To Speak At GCC O 


Zohrea Rasekh, a natural- 
ized American citizen born 
and raised in Kabul, Af- 
ghanistan, who risked her 
life by returning to that 
country to document human 
rights abuses being commit- 
ted by the Taliban regime, 
will speak in the Garrett 
Community College audito- 
rium at 7:30 p.m. Tuesday, 
Oct. 16. The presentation is 
free and open to the public. 

Rasekh’s illustrated pre- 
sentation will touch on a 
variety of topics, including 
Afghanistan’s recent history, 
the Taliban and human 
rights violations, the roots 
of terrorism and radically 
militant fundamentalism, 
and the true nature of ls- 
lam. A question-and-answer 
session will take place fol- 
lowing program. 

While in her teens, Ra- 
sekh, now in her mid-30s, 
escaped Afghanistan with 
her family in wake of the 
Soviet Union's 1979 inva- 
sion of the country. An 
older brother and several 
other close relatives were 
killed during the initial 
stages of the Red Army’s 
occupation of Kabul, and 
Rasekh lived through sever- 
al bombing and _ missile 
attacks on her home cily. 
After arriving in America, 
she graduated from 1.C 
Williams High School in 
Alexandria, Va., went 
on to eventually 
master’s degree in public 
health from George Wash 
ington University, Washing 
ton, D.C. 

In 1996, 
prior to the 
zure of Kabul, she traveled 
to the city for her first fact 
finding mission. She used 
that journey, which she 
planned and financed on 
her own, to document the 
effects of the hundreds of 
thousands of landmines left 
across the country’s land 
scape in the wake of the 
Soviet occupation and sub 
sequent civil war. She re 
mains active with the Inter 
national Campaign to Ban 
Landmines organization

Among the incidents she 
documented were public ex- 
ecutions of alleged crimi- 
nals by beheading and stab- 
bing as over 30,000 men, 
women, and children were 
forced to witness the execu- 
tions in the Kabul soccer 
stadium. She was present in 
the crowd (citizens are 
forced to the stadium week- 
ly to witness such punish- 
ments) for the amputation 
of an alleged thiefs hand, 
and the flogging of an 18- 
year-old girl who was ac- 
cused of having a romantic 
relationship. Rasekh herself 
was chased down a Kabul 
street by a whip-brandishing 
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everseas, risking their lives for the sake of our country," 
said Jay Moyer of the town council.

Those women who have 
never given birth, had their 
first child after age 30, 
started menstruating before 
age 12, or those having late 
menopause (after age 55) 
are considered to have 
higher risk. There is also 
some evidence that a high- 
fat diet and obesity may 
also increase the risk of 
breast cancer. 

Breast cancer most often 
begins as a painless lump or 
thickening in the upper, 
outer portion of the breast, 
although it can occur any- 
where in the breast, includ- 
ing the nipple. There also 
may be swelling, puckering 
or dimpling, or redness or 
soreness of the skin. The 
nipple may become drawn 
into the chest, change 
shape, or become crusty. 
Although early breast can- 
cers are usually painless, 
any pain or tenderness that 
lasts throughout the men- 
strual cycle should also be 
reported to a physician. 

Early detection is para- 
mount when fighting breast 
cancer. Although the breast 
self-exam is recommended 
for every woman, it alone is 
insufficient in detecting 
small lumps, and when the 
lump is large enough to 
detect by the self-exam, 
often times it is in the later 
stages. Mammograms are 
an effective way to detect 
those lumps when they are 
very small and often early 
in the progression of the 
disease.

the Centers for Disease 
Control. In addition, if 
further follow-up diagnostic 
testing is needed or treat- 
ment services are needed, 
the program will link those 
qualifying women with the 
Maryland State Diagnosis 
and Treatment Fund, which 
will provide this follow-up 
care free as well.

SAFE DEBRIS BURNING 

The Marylaad Department of Natural Resourc-s 
(DNR) Forest Service, in cooperation with the Garrett 
County Health Department and the Garrett County 
Emergency Management Office, would like to remind 
people that fail is traditionally a time of high forest fire 
danger in Maryland. In i999, there were 815 natural fuels 
fires in the state that burned 3,003 acres. Garreit County 
Emergency Management received 38 natural fuels or 
woods fire calls in 1999. These fires burned 26.7 acres. 

Typically, fall is the time of the year when many prop- 
erty owners are conducting outdoor burning of leaves and 
other debris. Unfortunately, many people do not burn 
safely, resuiting in wildfires. Sixty-two percent of the nat- 
ural fuels fires in Garrett County in 1999 were caused by 
unsafe debris burning, and 71 percent of these fires oc- 
curred Monday through Wednesday. 

In order to prevent wildfires from occurring and caus- 
ing destruction to private homes and woodlands, the state 
of Maryland has established open-air burning regulations. 
These regulations apply to activities in woodlands and 
within 200 feei of woodlands, or activities adjacent to or 
within an area where flammabie materials could ignite and 
carry fire to woodlands. These regulations are: 

1) A natural or constructed fire break at least 10 feet 
wide must completely surround the material to be burned. 

2) Adequate personnel and equipment must be present 
to prevent the fire from escaping. 

3) At least one responsible person must remain at the 
burning location until the last spark is out. 

4) Permissible burning hours are between 4 p.m. and 
midnight. 

5) All open-air burning requires a permit from the 
Gounty Health Department. Open-air burning prior to 4 
pan. E.§.T. also requires a burning permit from DNR. 

¢ Oper-air burning of any type not in accordance with 
these reguiation is subject to citations and-fines ranging 
from $70 to $260. 

Landowners interested in conducting open-air burning 
are encouraged to burn after 4 p.m. when a burning per- 
mit from the DNR Forest Service is not required, and the 
air is generally moister and calmer, reducing the chances 
of the fire escaping. 

if a landowner wishes to burn before 4 p.m., the Gar- 
rett County Health Department and the Maryland DNR 
Forest Service have entered into a cooperative agreement 
to issue a combined burning permit. The landowner 
should contact the Forest Service office at Mt. Nebo Mon- 
day - Friday, 8 a.m. to 4:30 p.m., at 301-334-3296. Land- 
owners are encouraged to contact the office several days 
before they plan on burning, to arrange a site visit with 
one of the forest rangers. 

Prior to doing any open-air burning, the landowner 
should contact Garrett County Emergency Management 
at 301-334-1929 to let the staff know about the controlled 
burning. This reduces the chances of the local volunteer 
fire departments being dispatched on false alarms. 

When conduciing open-air burning, it is the landown- 
er’s responsibility to make sure the fire doesn’t escape, 
and to make sure the fire is out cold before leaving it.

The great majority of churches have included in 
their budgets some kind of community outreach 
monies, as service to fellow human beings is one of 
the basic tenets of Christianity, as well as most of the 
other major religions. While there are literally 
hundreds of worthy community projects and pro- 
grams that need monetary donations in order to 
function, one particularly good example was brought 
to light on the front page of this newspaper f 
week. 

The local Meals on Wheels program has been pro- 
viding a balanced meal to homebound, usually elder- 
iy citizens five days per week, at a nomiinal cost to 
the recipients. The program, operated through the 
Area Agency on Aging Senior Nutrition Program of 
Garrett County Community Action Inc., has recently 
lost some of its national and corporate grant funding, 
which has forced the agency to curtail the delivery of 
meals from five to just three days per week. 

The benefits of this program exceed that of simply 

roviding a regular, balanced meal to some of our 
neediest citizens. Just as important as the food is the 
safety aspect. Preparing a hot meal can be quite dan- 
gerous for senior citizens who have become forgetful 
or are incapacitated in other ways. The regular deliv- 
ery of the meajs also provides a routine check on 
these folks, who at times have been found to be in 
some kind of life-threatening distress. This regular 
visit gives them a link to the outside world, and helps 
put their minds at ease knowing that someone is go- 
ing to be stopping by five days a week. 

e issue a challenge to all of our local churches. 
There are over 120 of them listed on our church 
page, and probably several others that are not listed 
there. The amount of money needed to restore the 
meal deliveries to five days per week is approximate- 
ly $50,000. If each of our churches would budget just 
a little over $400 per year for the Meals on Wheels 
program, it would cover the additional cost. That 
works out to a little less than $8 per week, and lit- 
erally pennies per church member per week. We 
realize that, for some churches, $400 may be a lot, 
but many others have the resources to give much 
more than $400. 

The program staff is not asking for a commitment 
of volunteer time or Lape labor. They just need 
the money, so it would be an extremely easy form of 
outreach to an outstanding, vitally important com- 
munity service for our elderly neighbors. 

It’s just about budget time for all of those 
churches that operate on a calendar year. What a 
golden opportunity! We would be glad to provide 
regular coverage of meeting this challenge, partic- 
ularly for those first churches to jump in and take 
the lead. Just give us a call.

COLUMBUS DAY 

Notwithstanding the day off that many people had on 
Monday, tomorrow is Columbus Day.

Whatever else the attack on America was, it was a 
wake-up call. It was a siren warning us to a peru Of a kind 
the likes of which we have never known before. The 
events of that day were the herald’s trumpet announcing 
that we must become a different kind of nation than we 
have been. 

We Americans have lived as if we were invincible and 
as if we were entitled to be invincible. The political rhet- 
oric intended for home consumption since the attack on 
America has given vivid expression both to the invincibili- 
ty and to the entitlement. It can be summed up this way: 
"How dare they?” 

That is fair enough as an initial response. I had hoped 
that once we got over the first shock we might begin to 

grapple with some of the underlying causes of the terror- 
ists’ bold stroke against us. In other words, I had hoped 
we would ask the same question again, not from outrage, 
rather in a true desire to understand the terrorists, "How 
dare they?" 

That is happening to some extent. It is implicit in the 
president’s thoughts when he said (approximately), "I’m 


#.not going to use a $2,000,000 missile to blow up a $10 
hee 


camel." It is implist wher the mother of teenagers while 
watching a high school football games offers, "The per 
capita income of Afghanistan is only $800." (Our per cap- 
ita income is $31,500.) The question "How dare they?" is 
answered partly by another question, "What do they have 
to lose?" 

Osama bin Laden and his gang are not Afghanis, but it 
is not an accident that they chose one of the poorest, per- 
haps the poorest, country on earth as their base of opera- 
tions. 

At that point I want to say, "Hold that thought!" We 
need to probe this economic status quo and what it means 
for our relationships with the other 5,700,000,000 people 
with whom we share the globe. How do we as Americans 
with everything to lose defend ourselves against those with 
nothing to lose? 

We also need to ask, "How does it happen that the av- 
erage citizen in the richest country on earth is broke?" I’m 
broke. A friend of mine who is looking for a new job told 
me he needed a salary around $100,000. "I asked, "How 
can that be?” He knows that I make about a third of his 
needed salary. His answer was quick and to the point, "I’m 
broke at a higher level than you are." Americans are near- 
ly all broke, but at various levels. 

Afghanistan and many other countries are broke in a 
different way. It is being broke at the border of starvation. 
What is our economic response? Do our leaders tell us 

that we need to rediscover the puritan virtues that made 
America great? That we need to rediscover the simple, 
frugal, generous way of life? An admonition I have heard 
attributed to John Wesley says it well, "Make all you can; 
save ali you can; give all you can." Are we doing that? 

The short. sad answer is, "No." Our president, sur- 
rounded by business and political leaders, tells us to get 
out our charge cards, and spend America back to prosper- 
ity. If we continue to define ourselves as consumers, then 
we shall be as a plague of grasshoppers upon the earth,

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DON’T SAY A WORD

Michael Douglas is back to doing what he does best 
in Gary Fleder’s Don’t Say A Word, namely playing the 
part of aregular guy under the control of a psycho. Based 
on the book by Andrew Klavan, adapted for the screen by 
Anthony Peckham and Patrick Smith Kelly, this is a first- 
class child-abduction thriller not unlike many we’ve seen 
before (including Fleder’s own Kiss The Girls), but it’s 
generally effective despite the well-worn pretext and a 
few credibility gaps. Douglas heads a talented cast, 
bringing his own patented sweaty calm to the table and 
laying it on with the judicious subtlety ofa pro. Director 
Fleder, who has taken time out to do some TV directing 
in the last few years, returns for his first feature film 
since Girls, showing he’s still got the knack for crafting 

* astandard 2-hour thriller that would make even the most 
jaded moviegoer fidget. 

Douglas plays New York psychologist Dr. Nathan 
Conrad, whose expertise with mentally disturbed youths 
brings him in contact with 18-year-old wacko Elizabeth 
Burrows (Brittany Murphy), whoapparently just killeda 
man with her bare hands for some mysterious reason. On 
their first meeting, she tells Dr. Conrad, "You want what 
they want;” although he is baffled as to what this means, 

“he soon finds out when his own 8-year-old daughter 
Jessie (Skye McCole Bartusiak) is abducted. Over the 
» phone, the head kidnapper (Sean Bean) tells him that 
Elizabeth has a six-digit number buried somewhere in 
her subconscious, and if he ever wants to see Jessie 
again, he’d better get it out ofher by sundown. Having no 
idea what the number is for, he leaves his distraught wife 
Aggie (Famke Janssen), whois in traction with a broken

MAX KEEBLE’S BIG MOVE 
Rated PG - Running Time: 1:26 - Released 10/5/01 
A "geek’s revenge’ movie with woefully low stan 
dards, Max Keeble’s Big Move is the product of Disney 
studios, whose live-action department has become known 
of late for providing substandard entertainment suitable 
only tor those who will suck up anything dished out to 
them on the big ecreen, i.e., kids under 12. Although it 
contains a few minor chuckles and a few reasonably 
engaging performances, director Tim Hill’s second fea- 
ture film (after the delightful Muppets From Space) is a 
major step down. 
The first effort of writing trio Jonathan Bernstein, 
Mark Blackwell, and James Greer, the script for Max 
Keeble is one of those where only the kids are sentient 
human beings, and all adults are either well-meaning 
simpletons or evi!, child-hating megalomaniacs. It pits 
junior high schoo! punching bag Max (Alex D. Linz) 
against a number of unpleasant characters, including a 
psychotic principal (Larry Miller), a vengeful ice cream 
vendor (Jamie Kennedy), a high-strung extortionist (Or- 
lando Brown), and a garden-variety school bully (Noel 
Fisher). Although his career at Curtis Junior High starts 
inauspiciously with a routine workover from all of the 
above, he soon learns from his parents (Robert Carradine, 
Nora Dunn) that the family is moving to Chicago. Rez |- 
izing that he will soon be out of range for retribution, Max 
decides to seize the opportunity, planning elaborate 
pranks designed to out-bully the bullies. Although his 
geeky friends Robe (Josh Peck) and Megan (Zena Grey) 
aren’t going anywhere, he convinces them to help with 
the four-pronged assault, which involves an electronic 
pocket organizer, a refrigerator coil, a spray bottle filled 
with animal pheromones, and a six-foot Scottish frog 
named McGoogles. But after the deeds are done, Max 
discovers to his horror that he’s not moving after all, and 
now must face the considerable music. Tacked on to this 
scenario is his crusade to save an animal shelter from 
destruction (presumably to lend some kind of nobie 
context to his vindictive aims), and his desire to win the 
affections of the school hottie (Brooke Anne Smith). 
Displaying the exact same kind of us-against-the- 

grownups mentality seen in Home Alone (the third 
installment of which featured Linz in the starring role) 
and Snow Day (in which Grey and Peck played supporting 
parts), Max is a study in pre-teen politics, where the 
respect one receives grows in direct proportion to his 
ability to undo others. It’s not particularly funny for 
adults, but there are a few moments, like a spirited 
cafeteria food-fight scene that rivals the one in Animal 
House, the only scene in which it’s obvious that the actors 
were having a great time. The film seems interminable 
despite its short, 86-minute running time, but maybe 
that was just me. This is the kind of film that, during the 
final reel, makes a movie critic wonder what he’s doing 
with his life. «%

It is significant that this ques 
tion was posed by someone who 
approached “eternal life” from a 
legalistic standpoint. “Teacher 
what shall I do to inherit eternal 
life.” It is a straight-forward ques 


tion and Jesus gives him a 
straight-forward question in re 
turn: “What is written tn the law 
How do you read” 

The lawyer's answer should 
have been understood even by 
non-legal minds: “You shall love 
the Lord your God with all your 
heart,...soul strength, 
and...mind; and your neighbor as 
yourself’. And Jesus answered 
“You have answered right; do 
this, and you will live’. That could 
have been the end of it, but it 
wasn't ‘ 

“But he, desiring 
himself, said to Jesus ‘And who 
is my neighbor?’” Jesus could 
have replied, “What part of ‘neigh 
bor’ don't you understand?”, but 
the problem was not that the law 
yer didn't understand, but that he 
desired “to justify himself 
“Justify” is a legal term and it 
helps us to realize that this man 
wanted to prove his right to eter- 
nal life. In order to do that, he set 
out to limit his responsibility by 
trying to get a narrow definiuon 
of ‘neighbor

sponsibilities as Christians ts a 
normal human reaction. The dis 
ciples also asked Jesus to set lim 
its on forgiveness: “Lord. how of 
ten shall my brother sin against 
me, and I forgive him?

(Mt.18:21,22).A 
legalist would have tnterpreted 
Jesus’ answer as setting a limit of 
490 times or “seventy times 
seven.” Jesus does not seta limit 
but expands tlindetinitely.

bility information on all the 
state parks and forests, as 
well as on specific facilities, 
including campsites, cabins, 
fishing piers, trails, picnic 
areas, and playgrounds 

The new part of the web 
site includes an application 
for the State Forest and 
Park Service Access Mary- 
land Pass, which offers free 
day-use admission for peo- 
ple with disabilities. It also 
identifies accessible areas 
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for outdoor sports and wild- 
life observation and in- 
cludes photos of accessible 
sties. 

Future plans for the site 
include detailed maps of 
designated hunting areas 
for persons with special per- 
mits. The site is accessible 
for individuals with visual 
impairments or learning dis- 
abilities, and meets the 
Federal Universal Electron- 
ic Access guidelines. 

Because of grants from 
the Access Maryland Pro- 
gram, administered by the 
Governor's Office for Indi- 
viduals with Disabilities, 
DNR has been making state 
parks more accessible to all 
citizens for more than a de- 
cade.

tion by the Association for 
Childhood Education Inter- 
national, an important step 
toward the university’s ac- 
creditation by the National 
Council for Accreditation of 
Teacher Education. 

"We are positively 
thrilled," said Dr. Susan 
Arisman, dean of FSU’s 

ollege of Education. 

FSU was one of only two 
institutions to achieve na- 
tional recognition so far un- 
der ACEI’s new standards, 
according to an ACEI offi- 
cial. FSU was one of seven 
colleges and universities to 
be part of a pilot project 
that helped shape the ACEI 
recognition process by pro- 
viding examples of quality 
performance standards. 
FSU was commended for 
its participation in the pro- 
cess. 

"It’s a more arduous pro- 
cess to meet the new stan- 
dards," said Dr. Mary Kay 
Finan, coordinator of FSU’s 
N-8 (elementary) programs 
and co-coordinator of the 
NCATE accreditation pro- 
cess. But the elementary 
faculty of the Department 
of Ecucational Professions 
agreed to it because of the 
benefits to their teacher 
candidates, she said. 

ACEI’s new standards 
are now performance-based, 
which means educational in- 
stitutions are now judged 
on how their teacher candi- 
dates perform. Previous 
standards were based on 
the content of the courses 
offered, Finan said. 

"It’s a shift from what we 
teach to what students 


learn,” Arisman said. "The 
process has taken a good 
progrem and made it bet- 
ter.” 

FSU’s teacher candidates 
will have a “leg up” after 
completing a performance- 
based program, according 
to» Finan. The new Mary- 
land School Performance 
Program will judge class- 
room teachers on how well 
their students perform, and 
FSU’s new graduates are al- 
ready familiar with the way 
performance is measured. 

"It’s very appropriate. It’s 
the way the trend is going,” 
she said. 

FSU officials are particu- 
larly pleased that all three 
programs were recognized 
at the same time, since each 
was evaluated and judged 
separately. 

"We're ali working to- 
ward the same goal, to have 
a positive impact on student 
learning and to produce ex- 
cellent teachers," Finan 
said. 


FSU had been contacted 
by about a dozen other in- 
stitutions from all over the 
country asking for guidance 
in their own. quests to meet 
ACEI’s new standards. 

Finan credited the efforts 
of all of the College of Ed- 
ucation’s elementary faculty. 


"A lot of faculty mem- 
bers contributed to this suc- 
cess. It really was a team 
effort of the elementary fac- 
ulty," she said. 

The Master of Arts in 
Teaching, one of FSU’s re- 
sponses to address the 
state’s teacher shortage, is a 
program designed to attract 
career-changers to teaching. 
It is only offered through 
FSU’s Hagerstown Center, 
although some Allegany 
County-based students are 
now able. to do their stu- 
dent teaching in Allegany 
County.

Hot weather is still an issue in some 
southern states, so keep your pet's 
well-being in mind. If the sidewalk is 
hot, let him or her walk along the grass 
embankment between the sidewalk 
and the road. Or, get your neighbors’ 
permission to walk the dog along the 
outer edge of their yards. Better yet, 


walk the dog in early morning or late 
evening 

Summer is not the only problem sea 
son for pets outdoors. Wintertime 
brings a whole new set of hazards 

Icy sidewalks, sand and chunks of 
ice can damage a dog or cat's pads; 
sand or snow-clearing chemicals can 
irritate them

State Jobless 
Rate Increases, 
County’s Drops 


Confirming that the 
state’s economy remains 
sound, Governor Parris N. 
Glendening has announced 
that Maryland’s August un- 
employment rate remained 
a full point below the na- 
tional rate. As expected, 
employment and labor force 
levels declined due to the 
end of summer employ- 
ment, causing the unem- 
ployment rate to rise slight- 
ly from 3.8 percent in July 
to 3.9 percent in August. 

Meanwhile, Garrett 
County’s jobless rate 
dropped from 6.2 percent in 
July to 5.6 percent in Au- 
gust. The rate for August of 
last year was 6.5 percent. 

"The state’s economy re- 
mains fundamentally strong. 
Maryland continues to be 
among the national leaders 
as Our unemployment rate 
continues to run a full per- 
centage point lower than 
the nationwide level," said 
Governor Glendening 
"With the recent tragedies, 
it is important for Mary- 
landers to move forward 
and not let these events ob- 
scure the reality of Mary- 
land’s outstanding business 
climate and quality of life. 
We are taking aggressive 
steps to shore up the indus- 
tries hardest hit in the wake 
of September 11 to ensure 
that the state’s economy 
will continue to grow.” 

While the state’s rate 
continued to be below the 
national rate, locally, more 
than half of the state’s jur- 
isdictions reported unem- 
ployment levels below the 
Statewide average. Rates 
were as low as 2.3 percent 
in Montgomery County, 2.5 
percent in Carroll and Tal- 
bot counties, 2.6 percent in 
Charles County, and 2.7 in 
Frederick County 

During August, employ 
ment levels declined by 
37,240 people as seasonal 
positions in restaurants, 
amusement parks, hotels, 
outdoor maintenance/recre- 
ation programs, and mem- 
bership organizations came 
to an end. The withdrawal 
of seasonal workers from 
the job market minimized 
the impact of this decline, 
leaving the number of un- 
employed virtually un 
changed at 112,555 in Au 
gust

tions pared employment in 
a number of industries, up 
turns in manufacturing and 
education, coupled with hir 
ing in food stores and busi 
ness services, helped to a 
commodate workers retuin 
ing from temporary layof 
as well as those opting t

NOTICE TO GARRETT COUNTY 
TAXPAYERS 


According to the laws governing my office (Section 14-808/Tax Property), the Tax 
Collector must advertise and sell properties for delinquent County, State and Town 
taxes, or taxes due other taxing agencies. 


Garrett County tax bills become delinquent 15 months after billing. Therefore, 
2000-01 (red) tax bills and prior years were delinquent October 1, 2001. The 2001-02 
(orange) bills WILL NOT BE delinquent until October 1, 2002. Personal Property taxes 
for 2000-01 and prior years are also delinquent and become a lien on real estate. 


If you took advantage of the semi-annual payment option, the 2nd coupon amount 
will be due without interest by Dec. 31, 2001. A small service charge will be assessed 
at the time of the 2nd payment. 


Final delinquent notices will be mailed on or about February 1, 2002, allowing 30 
days for payment. After this time, all delinquent accounts will be given to the Attorney 


for preparation for tax sale. 


To avoid additional costs, please pay delinquent accounts 


before February 28, 2002. For administrative purposes, the tax sale is being planned 
one month earlier for sale 2002. Therefore, the sale has been tentatively scheduled for 
May 2002 instead of June 2002.

share these vignettes with you about this wonderful place, 
Deep Creek Lake 


There are so many wonderful things | love about waiking 
through our Colony that one wa'k would not begin to give the 
reader the feeling | wish to convey. There is such beauty here 
with the massive trees, the rustic log cabins pre-1940, the 
people, aid the neighborhood pets, and all the animais and 
birds of the forest 

This particu'ar walk takes place in the late 1960’s and 
the early 1970's. Come with me down the lane and we'll stop 
here and there to talk about a few old-timer’s, all of whom are 
gone now, who settled the Coiory. First, let me teil you where 
or what the Colony is. Don’t look on the map because you 
won't find it there, nor is it so designated in any deeds or land 
records. As you learn about where this Colony is located and 
as we wander in and cut of these cabins and lives and merno- 
ries, don't hesitate to liken our Colony to your own lake neigh- 
borhood. I'm sure there are similar stories and memories just 
about everywhere around Deep Creek. 

The Colony of which | speak is in the area where Tooth- 
pick Road intersects State Park Road. it is a cluster of log 
cabins built years before either of these roads existed. In fact, 
what is now State P ark Road was an old logging road all grown 
Mason jar with tadpoles from these mud puddies and pick 
blackberries along the road in the early 1940's. If the mood 
Called for a dip in the lake, total privacy was available with or 
without bathing suits. 

One arrived at the Colony in those days by way of a dirt 
lane that came straight down over the hill from Giendaie Road 
just south of the cemetery. This explains the grouping of cab- 
ins in the immediate vicinity vhere the road came to the lake 
frontage. One definition of “colony” is a community of people 
of the same pursuits concentrated in a particular place. This 
is exactly what the Colony was ihen and still is today. Every- 
one had come here to enjoy the serenity, the escape, and the 
amenities of a lake in the forest. The intersection of the road 
to the lakefront = where this concentration of pecple gath- 
ered to build their camps and cabins. 

The Colony was so-named by Naomi Kuhnle who, with 
her husband Stuart, lived here year-round. As permanent 
residents, they became the patriarchs of the community. Even 
in 1965 when | first came to the Colony, Naomi (N&) and Stuart 
were a very important part of life at Deep Creek Lake. They 
were our home-away-from-home in so many ways. They were 
our weather forecasters in winter, Stewart brought us firewood, 
Naomi baked rolls and sticky buns, their dog “Mister” enter- 
tained us. They, literally, were our information service in an 
environment unfamiliar to us, not only for the IKings who were 
the newcomers, but for all of us “weekenders.” There were 
the Kuhns (whose cabin we bought), Johnsons, Fullers, 
Braatens, Nelsons, Prossers, O’Briens, Rayburns, Casteels, 
Trichtingers, Jasperts, Finkels, Myers, another Johnson fam- 
ily, Scotts, Nelsons, and probably severa! others | never had 
the opportunity to meet. 

These were the people who visited Na and Stu every 
weekend, some even during the winter months. It aiso was a 
network of people needing each other. Stu had almost every 
tool irnaginable, but often one of us would bring something 
from the mill or a tool we all needed and it became a neigh- 
borhood too! to be borrowed by everyone. That is a brief 
history of where the Colony is located and how it came to be. 
Now, let's go back in time and take several walks through 
Colony. 


KUHN'S’ DUNWANDERIN 

The first walk recounts my initial visit to the area and to 
the cabin named ‘Dunwanderin,” built and owned by Bill and 
Bertha Kuhns from Greensburg, PA. It's appropriate that we 
go here first because this is the cabin my wife and | bought. 
The time was February 1965 and twelve inches of snow lay 
on the ground. Vy wife and I were accompanied by Bil! Casteel 
of Home & Farm ealty. Bill Kuhns had closed the cabin the 
previous September for the season and not returned. A few 
days prior to our visit, Mr. Kuhns had sent the keys to Bill 
Casteel and told him to sell the property. Mrs. Kuhns had 
passed away and. after having kept the cabin a couple more 
years, Bill decided it was time to say good-bye to his beloved 
Dunwanderin and Deep Creek. He was so mellow about leav- 
ing that he never returned during the marketing of the prop- 
erty. 

We marveled at the winter wonderland around us as we 
made our way down the path through the snow to the cabin. 
The hemlock and white pine branches were bent low under 
the weight of the snow, and the beauty was so captivating. 
Mr. Casteel had the key to the cabin but, once inside, could 
not find the key to the basement where the main electric panel 
was located. Of course, there was no heat and no electricity; 
yet we were in one of the warmest settings imaginable. As 
we explored the s!\uttered cabin with only a flashlight to guide 
us, we were in awe like children on a Christmas morning at 
what we saw 

There in this chestnut log cabin sat a large copper kettle 


beside a huge fireplace with a massive mantel, four ornate 
kerosene char rs, mullioned windows with shutters and a 
unique double : way to the sleeping loft. The only thing 


missing was the Kuhns, but their presence was evident ev- 
erywnere. ihe Deus were mace up wilh Nananage Quits ana

down comforters that seemed to be six inches thick. * boot 
jack was at the bedside, where Bill would remove his boots at 
the end of the day. Today the room remains almost exactly as 
it was then. As a result, this room is quite a conversation 


starter especially for younger folks who have never seen any- 
thing quite like ‘it. The varnished logs still glisten with the 
warmth and love that Bill and Bertha brought to this cabin in 
1929 when they built Dunwandenn

Swiss railing crafted of wormy chestnut in the late 1930s. 


The time is Spring 1965 and | see that the Fullers have 
arrived next door. Glenn and Marian are in the process of 
opening their cabin for the summer. Glenn was a true crafts- 
man and took great pride in his woodwork. Even today (2001) 
the Swiss railing that he had made from wormy chestnut is 
still in mint condition. This cabin - a mixture of stone, logs and 
chestnut siding - is quite small by today’s standards, but it 
was large enough to hold the Fullers and their children, Bob 
and Sally, plus all their good memories. The Fullers were 
humble folks, and each year they had a bread & beans dinner 
just to reflect back to the depression years, how hard their life 
had been and how wonderful it had become for them now. 
The Fullers were products of the Depression and World War 
ll years and, as such, were certainly representative of those 
whom Tom Brokaw described in his book titled “The Greatest 
Generation.” 

Glenn had built a racing sheil for Bobby that was about 
ten feet long and had a small 8 or 10 HP engine. Tne summer 
of 1965 would not end with that boat intact. In late September 
Bobby had his little blue boat flying down the lake past the 
State Park. The lake level was receding and the island off the 
State Park shoreline was nearing the surface. When the en- 
gine struck the island it flew off the boat and went screaming 
to the bottom of the lake. Bobby's dad then did some scream- 
ing of his own; and to this day that motor still rests on the 
bottom: of the lake. 


The next waik is with my son, Jeff, going out the lane to 
visit Les. Among other things, Les not only made handcrafted 
cows but was himself a famous archer and traveled through- 
out the United States with some of the best archers of that. 
time. At dinner back at our cabin that evening, Jeff asked, 
“Dad, did you know Les knows Fred Bear and helped Fred 
design a damper for one of the famous Bear recurve bows?” 
“No, | didn't, but | knew he was in many national archery meets.” 
“it’s true,” Jeff said, “and Les was the first to design remov- 
able limbs for bows.” At the time, Les was in his late 60's and 
Jeff was about ten years old. Needless to say, they became 
great friends and many visits to Les’s shop would foliow over 
the years. By the way, both stories about Les’s bows are true. 

The Braatens lived in Greensburg, PA, but Les was origi- 
nally from Minnesota where cold weather was the norm. Ethel 
told me on one visit about their first winter at Deep Creek 
before there were furnaces and electricity in the cabins. Cab- 
ins were called camps in that there wasn't much difference 
between them and a tent. Ethel told of their Friday night arriv- 
als when they would build a large fire in the fireplace and then 
prop the mattress up in front of it to take away some of the 
chill. While the mattress warmed, they would unpack the car 
and go to the nearby spring to bottle some fresh mountain 
water. Back home, they would put the mattress on the bed 
again and jump in with a couple down comforters in hopes the 
camp would be a few degrees warmer by morning. 


GUS THE ASTRONOMER 


The kids are off on another walk to talk to neighbor Gus 
Johnson. The time is after midnight. Imagine a clear night in 
late November, the temperature is 24 degrees and kids are 
going out to observe the stars? Gus is waiting on the deck 
with three of his telescopes already set up and cooled to the 
outside temperature. You must understand and appreciate 
that Gus is a famous astronomer. He is that to all of us and 
many other people here in Garrett County 

In 1963 Gus discovered the comet Alcock with his ama- 
teur equipment only a few days after the Englishman George 
Alcock had discovered it and, of course, claimed the rights to 
naming it. Gus also discovered the super nova SN1979c on 
April 18, 1979, (confirmed by the McGraw Hill Conservatory 
in Arizona). More importantly, though, he has spent aumer- 
ous hours with children showing them the heavens and ex- 
plaining just how huge the universe is and putting our little 
planet Earth in perspective. Gus is still conducting his star 
shows and sharing his vast knowledge with anyone who 
doesn't mind those cold clear Garrett County nights 


CAESAR THE TUGBOAT DOG

Immediately next door to Dunwanderin is the cabin owned 
by Edna (Eddy) Johnson and her late husband, Stan. See the 
photograph taken shortly after it was built in 1925. Several 
couples, including the Johnsons from Greensburg PA, origi- 
nally built that cabin. Only Bii and Bertha Kuhn, who later 
built Dunwanderin, were married at that time and they be- 
came the chaperons to the other couples when asked for per- 
mission to spend a weekend at the lake. The cabin was only 
one room with a spring for water and an outhouse. I’m sure 
Bill and Bertha enforced very strict sleeping arrangements. 

By four years later, each couple had married and each 
required more privacy and space. This was when they split 
up the lakefront into several lots. Bill and Bertha ended up 
with 183 feet of lakefront and began to build Dunwanderin. 
They had lived in the small one-room cabin, so they were now 
experts in cabin architecture. Dunwanderin would be a spa- 
cious 840 square foot cabin with a bedroom, kitchen, sleep- 
ing loft, outhouse, and front and rear porches. Indoor plumb- 
ing and a bathroom would come along much later. 


All the preceding is just a long preamble to set the stage 
for the next walk through the Colony. \t is now about 1970 
on a Saturday morning. Eddy Johnson had walked over to 
Dunwanderin carrying something in her hand and knocked 
on the door. Upon answering the door Eddy said, “Ed, | have 
something | want you to give you for safekeeping where it 
rightfully belongs.” 

In her hand was a silver loving cup tarnished black from 
years of sitting on the mantle and people handling it and com- 
menting about its history. She went on to say, “I have ob- 
served, Ed, that you love Deep Creek Lake much like my hus- 
band, Stan, did and | want you to keep this cup which Stan 
won.” | was touched, yet didn’t know what the cup repre- 
sented or what the engraving read.

qeoeet skin. Lady beetles may leave a slimy smear and 
they have a distinct odor when squashed. 

As with other accidental invaders, the most effective 
mapagement option is to prevent invasion by sealing 
cracks, gaps and openings on the outside before the 
beetles wander in during early fall. 

, Indoor — are of very limited benefit. Aerosol fog- 
gers could be used in attics for some immediate relief of 
heavy infestations but will not control beetles that have 
not yet emerged from cracks and protected cavities. The 
practical solution for homeowners in fall and winter is to 
vacuum and discard invader lady beetles as they appear. 

Recently, the Agricultural Research Service announced 
that camphor and menthol effectively repel the Asian 
Lady Beetle and could be a way to repel the insects as 
they attempt to overwinter indoors. Research indicates 
that camphor and menthol vapors are an irritant to the 
beetle’s chemosensory organs. These organs — like little 
taste buds — were found to be so sensitive that the vapors 
from the two compounds were enough to repel the lady 
beetles. The adult beetles use visual or physical clues to 
find acceptable overwintering sites. These locations are 
usually the sunnier or warmer sides of buildings in the 
afternoon. Once beetles are at the chosen site, they then 
resort to using chemical clues to locate the exact crevice 
they want to inhabit. Researchers believe that the source 
of these chemical clues may be beetle feces from the 
previous winter or the odor of beetles that died at the site. 
They could be repelled from their overwintering sites by 
the camphor and menthol repellants.

Loans for crop, livestock, 
and non-real estate losses 
are normally repaid in 1 to 
7 years depending upon the 
loan purpose, repayment 
ability, and collateral avail- 
able as loan security. Loans 
for physical losses to real 
must annually report the 
following crop acreage in- 
formation: name of the 
crop, type and variety, lo-

Local Agency Explains Noninsured 
Crop Disaster Assistance Program 


The noninsured Crop 
Disaster Assistance Pro- 
gram provides financial as- 
sistance to eligible produc- 
ers whose eligible crop pro- 
duction, for which crop in- 
surance is not available, is 
affected by natural disas- 
ters. 

Eligible crops include 


commercial crops and other 
agricultural commodities 
produced for food, includ- 
ing livestock feed or fiber 
for which the catastrophic 
level of crop insurance is 
unavailable. 

The following are exam- 
ples of eligible natural dis- 
asters: damaging weather, 
such as drought, excessive 
moisture, or hurricane: an 


adverse natural occurrence, 
such as earthquake or 
flood; or 4 condition related 
to damaging weather or ad 
verse natural occurrence, 
such as excessive heat or in- 
sect infestation. The natural 
disaster must occur before 
or during harvest and must 
directly affect the eligible 
crop, 


According to the Garrett 
County Farm Service Agen. 
cy, changes have been made 
to NAP, which make it very 
similar to crop insurance. 
Persons must apply for cov- 
erage and pay the applica- 
ble service fees. The appli- 
cation and service fees must

House Rejects Redirecting Farm 
Aid To Conservation, Smaller Farms

WASHINGTON — The

The amendment to the 
10-year bili would have 
shifted almost $2 billion a 
year out of subsidies that 
mostly to large farms in the 
Midwest and toward conser- 
vation programs. Supporters 
said the extra conservation 
money would go to more 
farmers in more regions of 
the country. 

Rep. Wayne Gilchrest, 
R-Md., was a leading spon- 
sor of the failed amend- 
ment, which he said would 
help protect family farms 
from development pres- 
sures, while preserving the 
health of the Chesapeake 
Bay by encouraging envi- 
ronmentally friendly farm- 


ing. 

"This is about le 
who have tilled the land in 
Maryland for 300 years," 

est said at a news 
conference on the measure 
earlier this week. 

The failed amendment 
also called for the creation 
of "conservation corridors" 
around the country that 
would have encouraged 
farmers to take a regional 
approach to environmental 
protection. 


Gilchrest withdrew a sep- 
arate amendment to create 
a local conservation corri- 
dor, after getting assurances 
from the bill’s supporters 
late Thursday evening that 
they would back a pilot pro- 
gram for such a corridor on 
the Delmarva peninsula. 


The failed bipartisan 
amendment — sponsored 
Gilchrest and Reps. Ron 
d, D-Wis., Sherwood 
Boehlert, R-N.Y., and John

According to Dr. Pat 
Mullinix, coordinator of re- 
search, evaluation and in- 
formation, the numbers for 
beer and wine are drastical- 
ly lower than they were 
three years ago. 

"Overall we are pleased 
to see a drop in the num- 
bers of the recent survey, 
but we feel that there is still 
room for improvement," Dr. 
Mullinix said. 

Cigarette use in all the 
grades is approximately half 
of what it was in 1998, and 
beer and wine consumption 
is also down significantly, 
she said, 

Dr. Mullinix stated that 
some of the contributing 
factors in the decrease is

State Cuts Spending In Reaction

ANNAPOLIS Mary- 
land is freezing new hires, 
trimming agency budgets by 
1.5 percent, and deferring 
$65 million in capital pro- 
jects to cope with the eco- 
nomic fallout of the Sept. 
11 terrorist attacks. 

The measures _ will 
squeeze $205 million from 
budgeted state spending to 
cover soaring security costs 
and plunging revenues re- 
lated to the terrorist hijack- 
ings, Gov. Parris N. Glen 
dening announced Wednes 
day 

"Our economy is and re 
mains very strong, (but) we 
are seeing a slowdown in 
revenue and significant se- 
curity costs,” the governor 
said, outlining an early plan 
to cut expenditures before 
the December budget esti 
mates 

In fact, the nation’s eco

nomic slowdown prior to 
the Sept. 11 attacks has 
turned into an economic 
standstill, the governor said. 
There also will be no 
spending for new programs 
of any size next year, the 
governor said. 
Heightened security 
across the state has cost $6 
million, and that will grow 
to $24 million by the end of 
the fiscal year on June 30, 
2002. That does not include 
what the federal govern- 
ment pledged to pay for 
sending National Ciuard 
troops to police the air 
ports, said Eloise Foster,

Training Grant 

Western Maryland’s post- 
secondary institutions — 
Frostburg State University, 
Allegany College of Mary- 
land, Garrett Community 
College, Hagerstown Com- 
munity College, and Hag- 
erstown Business College — 
will be expanding a pro- 
gram designed to equip fac- 
ulty members with technol- 
ogy for teaching, thanks to 
a grant of $175,000 from 
the Maryland Higher Edu 
cation Commission.

Workshops were also 
held in learning styles and 
instructional design 

"It all translates to better 
teaching,” McClive said. 

The new grant will also 
include opportunities for 
one-on-one follow-up ses 
sions to assist individual 

faculty members with their 
teaching strategies, building 
on elements learned in the 
workshops 

One purpose of the Why- 
Fech project is to meet the 
University of Maryland Sys 
tem’s resolution on techni 
cal fluency. One way to do 
that is to have faculty mem 
bers model technology for 
their students. 

"The ultimate aim is to 
help students be more com- 
fortable learning and doing 
business on-line. That will 
help them be more employ- 
able and help Maryland 
businesses," McClive said. 

The project has also 
helped its leaders study 
what works and what does- 
n't in the relatively new 
field of on-line learning

Commissioner Fred Hol- 
liday indicated that while 
the county has made some 
progress in recycling in re- 
cent years, it needs to 
greatly improve its efforts. 

Gary Love, director of 
Solid Waste and Recycling, 
said that rural areas face 
three "fundamental" prob- 
lems when trying to develop 
a recycling program: separa- 
tion of materials to ready 
them for markets, low vol- 
ume of recyclables, and 
long distances to markets 
that will accept recyclables. 
He noted, however, that 
other rural areas, such as 
Allegany and Preston coun- 
ties, had overcome these 
problems by making recy- 
cling mandatory and finding 
ways to make a program 
pay for itself. 

Holliday noted that two 
of the largest contributors 
to the county's landfill were 
newspapers and cardboard. 
He pointed out that reduc- 
ing the amount of those 
items received at the land- 
fill would increase the life 
of its disposal cells. The 
county could then use the 
present landfill site longer, 
he said, and not have to 
look for a new one quite so 
soon. 

"What are we doing to 
encourage the municipali- 
ties to recycle newspapers?" 
Holliday asked the repre- 
sentatives, 

Nikki Brown, the coun- 
ty’s recycling/public _rela- 
tions coordinator, said that 


there were currently only 
“Wen local) markets accepting 


newspapers: a recycling cen- 
ter and a company that uses 
the newspapers for insula- 
tion material. 

"We need to develop a 
consorted process to make 
it conducive for municipali- 
tics to collect (newspa- 
pers)," Commissioner Er 
nest Gregg said. 

Holliday added _ that 
there is little incentive for 
consumers to drive miles to 
the landfill themselves to 
recycle their items. 

The commissioners and 
representatives — discussed 
their need to develop an 
easy-to-use recycling pro- 
gram that would financially 
benefit municipalities, which 
would create an incentive to 
collect recyclable items, yet 
at the same time not greatly 
increase residents’ collec- 
tion fees 

Brown also reported on 
her department’s recycling 
education program. She 
said she had submitted a 
letter to the Board of Edu- 
cation offering to give recy- 
cling presentations — and 
guided tours of the landfill 
to students.

What it represents is almost 
unfathomable to us: a gov 
ernment that apparently 
endorses the _ diabolical 


deeds of Sept. 11 that left 
so many people either dead, 
injured, or grieving; a gov- 
ernment that so abuses its 
own women; a government 
that harbors terrorists such 
as Osama Bin Laden. It 
may be a new term to us, 
but not to Zohra Rasekh, 
an American citizen born in 
Afghanistan who has fought 
for years to plead the case 
of her native people and 
their plight. 

Rasekh, now a resident 
of Falls Church, Va., came 
to Garrett County this week 
to speak about the turbu- 
lent history of the Central 
Asian land, which has 
throughout the centuries 
repeatedly been the battle- 
ground for warring, usually 
non-Afghan, factions. She 
specifically outlined the past 
25 years, which have been 
fraught with long periods of 
violence and anarchy, and 
have resulted in the emer- 
gence of the extremist re- 
gime known as the Taliban. 

The local audience of 
over 200 sat quietly while 
Zohra, soft-spoken and 
slight in build, detailed the 
anguish and horror of Af- 
ghani people, who have 
been continual victims of 
political strife. She began by 
giving a brief history of the 
country, noting that its 
location alone has caused 
turmoil, as it is basically a 
through-way to countries 
such as China, Iran, and 
Pakistan. In the 20th centu- 
ry, the British attempted to 
invade the country twice, 
followed by the former 
Soviet Union in 1979, 

"The Afghani people are 
peaceful," Rasekh _ said. 
“They do not wish for war, 
but the country has been 
used as a battlefield by 
outside forces for years and 
years." 

The country was a mon- 
archy until 1973, followed 
by a republic government 
until 1979, when the Soviet 
Union invaded. The com-

munist regime had stormy 


control for the next 14 
years. 

She reminded the audi- 
ence that the United States 
basically fought against the 
Soviet Union during its 
occupation of the country in 
the 1980s. While the USA 
did not send actual troops 
to the country, it did pro- 
vide vast weaponry to the 
Afghan Freedom Fighters 
as they combated USSR’s 
communistic take-over. 
Zohra said the Afghani 
people saw the USA as a 
friend, although in 1989, 
when the Soviet-backed 
regime left the country, the 
perceived friend turned its 
back on Afghanistan. 

"Suddenly the two super 
powers were gone, and 
what we had left were le- 
gions of well-armed, well- 
trained young men, and lots 
and lots of weaponry," 
Rasekh said. "The interna- 
tional attention that had 
been focused on Afghani- 
stan disappeared, and the 
country fell into anarchy. 
The country, following the 
Soviet invasion, was forgot- 
ten. What was left was a 
bad wound that was not 
treated timely." 

"In 1994, the 
seemed to emerge from no 
where,” she said. "The 
group had never existed in 
Afghanistan before, but 
they came claiming. to be 
the ‘angels of peace.” 

What the group truly is, 
she said, i$ a garg of angry 
young men probably born 
between 1975 and 1980, 
who were taken from Paki- 
stani refugee camps and 
trained at strict religious 
schools. They were heavily 
influenced by misguided 
people like bin Laden. At 
the schools, the men memo- 
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ONCE A TEACHER, this woman Is now restricted to her home except when she 
dons her burqa and goes out to beg for food to feed her six children. A large percent- 
age of the professional and civil workforce In Afghanistan dissipated as the ruling 
Taliban, a group of men whose leador is just 35 years of age, ordered all women to 


stay at home indefinitely. 
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AN AFGHANI WOMAN who was once » gaintully em- 
ployed as a protessional! is now reduced to begging on the 
streets in her burqa, risking public humiliation or beatings 
for showing as much as an Inch of her wrist. Under the 
Taliban rule, women are no longer free.

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Zohra said the word 
"taliban" means “students of 
Muslim religious studies," 
but she was quick to affirm 
the fact that what the Tal- 
iban and bin Laden do in 
the name of Islam is utterly 
contradictory to the faith. A 
Muslim herself, Zohra said 
the term "Islamic terrorism" 
is being used by some in the 
media, and this is a com- 
plete misnomer. 

"Terrorism is not accept- 
ed in Islam," she said. 
"These men simply use the 
name. But their reasons are 
political, not religious.” In 
reference to the hijackers of 
the airliners, Rasekh said 
they committed great sin by 
their actions. “In Islam, 
suicide is a sin, and it is 
especially sinful when kill- 
ing others in the process," 
she said. 

She said the Koran does 
not support the ill-treat- 
ment of women, which has 
indeed been occurring in 
Afghanistan for over five 
years. In fact, it states re- 
peatedly that men and 
women are equal, Rasekh 
said, adding that the proph- 
et Muhammad's wife was a 
business woman who han- 
dled all of her husband's 
financial affairs. 

"The Koran says 
women are obligated 
learn, to be educated," she 
said. But the scenario in 
Afghanistan today does not 
mirror this in any way. 
Since taking control of the 
country in 1996, the Taliban 
has made life for women

unbearable. One of the first 
edicts issued by the Taliban 
ordered women to leave the 
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workforce immediately. 
That meant that 70% of the

The 
public’s "right to know" show !d never supersede the 
welfare of Our young men oid women in uniform. 

And cnough about anthrix already. Yes, we need 
to know what to look for anc what to do in the event 
of coming in contact with this substance, but we 
don’t need to be told 50 times per day, nor do we 
need to know of every single, possible exposure inci- 
dent involving anthrax. The current anthrax panic is 
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will be an integral part of 
the rebuilding of our great 
city.

any time in the past nine years. A combination of factors 
has produced that happy result, not the least of which are 


the two new built-in bookcases and the one new free- 
standing bookcase now availabic 

Boxes filled with books still wait in the attic for some 
decision. I think, I am not sure, but I think that all of my 
favorite books are now on shelves. During the past few 
weeks I have reorganized some of the bookcases so that 
I can usually find what I am looking for. 

It is 20 years now since I finished my education and 
moved home. Most of those 20 years I have spent in this 
house, living alone. A constant are the books that have 
been my companions. They have become my friends. Su- 
perficially, books are just things, material objects which 
comprise sheets of paper with markings on them. To 
someone who does not understand the language in which 
a book is written, it can never be more than that. There 
are books which even I have thought would serve the 
world best as doorstops or as a substitute for firewood. So, 
how did it happen that I have come to love books as my 
friends? 

I certainly loved to be read to as a child. For some rea- 
son the derring-do of the New Orleans pirate Jean Lafitte 
was a favorite of mine. There is something psychologically 
revealing about that, surely, in a little boy who was well- 
behaved beyond belief. 

I can remember the first book that I ever read com- 
pletely on my own, Dr. Seuss’s One Fish, Two Fish, Red 
lish, Blue Fish. 1 chose it at the school book fair held in 
the cafeteria during November when I was in first grade 
My parents bought it for me. I can still feel the tremor of 
excitement in possessing that book, not merely holding it 
physically, but possessing it intellectually, as I read it again 
and again and again until I could recite it. 

One of the joys during these past few weeks has been 
to put the books of my childhood and early youth onto 
shelves. Ostensibly, they are available for my 7-year old 
niece and my 12-year old nephew who enjoy books, but 
they are there for me too. There are some other volumes 
from the youth of my parents. The Hardy Boys, Nancy 
Drew, and Tom Swift mingle there. 

Much of the typical youth reading fare I did not dis- 
cover until I was or nearly was an adult. The Chronicles of 
Narnia | read in college, Treasure Island in graduate 
school, and Louisa May Alcott’s Under the Lilacs only a 
few years ago. No, at 14 I was reading Dostoyevsky’s 
Brothers Karamazov, to which | had been introduced by 
Billy Graham’s Decision magazine. 

Perhaps the best way to describe what books are for me 
is in terms of the wardrobe in C.S. Lewis's The Lion, the 
Witch and the Wardrobe. Most of the time the wardrobe 
was just an elegant wooden box with doors, in which 
clothes were stored. On certain occasions, for certain per- 
sons, the wardrobe itself became a door to other worlds. 
It was necessary to push through the clothes, to push 
through the wardrobe’s announced purpose, in order to 
discover the other purpose, which was more important but 
impossible without the materialistic functionality of clothes 
storage. My eyes follow the lines from left to right, from 
top to bottom. My fingers turn the pages. My mind, but 
more of me than just my mind, travels to 12th century 
France or to Mississippi of 1925 or to a world and time 
which has never and which may never exist. 

Such books merely by sitting on my shelves remind me 
of those journeys. Fven when I am not reading them, just 
secing them can carry me across centuries and continents. 
Other books become regular companions, as constant as 
my hound dog. I have been reading The Venerable John 
Henry Newman’s Parochial and Plain Sermons for two 
years now, about two pages a day, with most of another 
yeai to go. 

Upon finishing a book I mark the date on the last page. 
C.S. Lewis’s Til We Have Faces | have read four times 
Those particular dates are signposts of crises in my life. 
Just by looking at the dates I am transported to those 
times. Books do not merely bear me to the worlds report- 
ed or created by an author; they bear me to myself, to 
scenes and events buried in memory under the detritus of 
life 

Like Lewis's wardrobe, none of this can be command 
ed. There is a certain magic to reading, what is inexplica 
wl ‘ r] «w A «rk 1 A ° ‘ ‘ - f 
a finite space, accessible, but only when the invisible door 
opens. Such are my friends under the form of paper and 
ink. 


We have been given stories 
from interviews of various 
professionals about what is 
wrong with our country. 
This morning was no excep- 
tion. An interviewer relent- 
lessly asked this profession- 
al how a terrorist incident 
could possibly occur. Gen- 
eralities were not requested, 
but rather details on how it 
could happen. The profes- 
sional started to tell me 
what to look for in the 
regard of strange behavior 
from possible terrorists, He 
mentioned about persons 
taking videos of national 
monuments to get a mea- 
surement scale for a later 
attack. When he started 
going into details about 
what I could watch for and 
help prevent another act of 
terrorism, we had to break 
for yet another commercial. 
I am worried that our 
media is revealing to the 
terrorists the chinks in our 
great country’s armor. No 
nation can be impervious to 
attacks of terrorism, but 
why must our media contin- 
ue to give terrorists the 
means to find those flaws? 
Don’t tell me how to make 
a bomb. Instead, tel! me 
what J can do to help. The 
greatest force against ter- 
rorism in the United States 
of America is Americans. 
We are everywhere. We can 
be observant. Media, tell us 
what we can do to be pro- 
active instead of allowing us 
to hide behind our compla- 
cency of greatness. We are 
still a great nation and we 
all need to become soldiers 
against terrorism. Each of 
us can watch for signs and 
report suspicious activities, 
no matter how insignificant 

they may seem 
We have a problem of 
vandalism within our town. 
Our park has weekly acts of 
vandalism. Yet no one has 
come forward to report 
seeing suspicious behavior 
at the park. In America we 
have become complacent; 
no one wants to go out of 
the way, we say we are 
afraid to speak up. We 
must change that attitude 
or this unseen enemy will 
defeat us. If a flight student 
asks for lessons about flying 
horizontally and is not 
concerned about landings or 
take-offs, be proactive and 
report it. | have talked to 
other Americans who feel 
the same way. National TV, 
stop telling the terrorists 
what is wrong with America 
and start telling us what we 
can do to stop these mali- 
cious acts against America’s 
way of life. And legislators, 
stop leaking classified infor- 
mation to the media. Don’t 
you know by now that the 
media has no restraint in 
what is revealed? How 
would you feel if our sol- 
diers were killed as the 
result of your releasing 
classified information?

It 
has proven to be environ- 
mentally friendly and has 
already aided in cleaning 
the air due to oxygenation 
requirements in = major 
cities. Ethanol is currently 
being produced primarily in 
the Midwest 

Our great nation has 
become far too dependent 
on foreign oil sources. 
There is no better time or 
reason for the United 
States to expand our pro- 
duction and use of ethanol. 
The United States is capa 
ble of supplying a much 
greater portion of our fuel 
needs, 

The problem started with 
OPEC cutting oil produc 
tion. The U.S. relies on 
foreign suppliers for 59% of 
our oil needs, or 9 million 
barrels a day, and projec- 
tions call for the U.S. to be 
70% oil dependent by 2010. 
Domestic production is off 
34% since 1985, even with 
improved oil recovery tech- 
niques. 

It is significant to note 
our oil refining capacity is 
not expanding while de- 
mand for gasoline will con- 
tinued to grow. Short of 
curbing our driving habits, 
it will become increasingly 
difficult for the oil industry 
to meet public demand for 
gasoline in the next genera- 
tion. No new oil refineries 
have been constructed in 
the last 25 years, due in 
part to increasingly strict 
environmental regulations 
[hese limitations ie the oil 
industry have opened the 
door of opportunity for the 
United States. Dozens of 
ethanol plants have sprung 
up in the last decade 
throughout the country 
Many plans are under way 
for production 
over the country, including 
here in Maryland 

An ethanol boom could 
provide an economic stimu- 
lus and new capitol invest- 
ment in rural communities 
dealing with low commodity 
prices and a slumping agri 
cultural economy New 
plants, jobs, and tax reve 
nues are expected to spring 
up in response to this grow 
ing ethanol demand 

Granted, ethanol is not 
the only answer. Americans

Drivers Urged 
To Watch For 
Deer On Roads 


The Maryland Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources 
has issued a reminder for 
motorists to use caution 
when traveling rural road- 
ways, as the months of Oc- 
tober and November bring 
a markedly increased risk of 
deer-vehicle collisions. Over 
4,000 deer-vehicle collisions 
were reported to the state 
last year — more went un- 
reported — causing millions 
of dollars in damage to ve- 
hicles, serious injuries, and 
the loss of life. 

Each fall the potential 
for striking a deer increases 
dramatically as white-tailed 
deer become more active 
and travel within their 
home range. Mature bucks 
begin to search for does 
each fall, and does also in- 
crease their activity levels. 
Yearling bucks, participat- 
ing in their first breeding 
season, may relocate many 
miles from their natural 
home range, and male 
fawns born this spring may 
be separated from their 
mothers during this season. 

DNR urges motorists to 
heighten their awareness of 
deer during this fall breed- 
ing season, and keep the 
following tips in mind to 
decrease the odds of strik- 
ing a deer: 

© A deer standing in a 
field may suddenly jump 
into the road. Anticipate 
this potential for deer be- 
havior by slowing down and 
proceeding with caution. 

@ If a deer is seen cross- 
ing the road ahead, slow 
down and scan for more 
deer. Deer travel in groups, 
and others may be out of

Continued from Page A-3 
and as a_ senior 
health researcher for that 
group, risked her very 
life in 1998 by going back to 
her native land to talk with 
women there and compile a 
study of the dire conditions. 

For two months, Zohra 
discreetly mingled with 160 
women in their homes, 
asking them over 100 ques- 
tions about their health, 
their emotions! _tability, 
and their experiences living 
under the Taliban rule. Her 
findings were devastating, 
with 97% of the women 
interviewed showing defi- 
nite signs of clinical depres- 
sion. Some were ill, but 
unable to obtain good med- 
ical care because of the 
Taliban 

"In 1997, the Taliban 
ordered all hospitals to 
release women patients and 
to not allow any more to 
come for medical assis 
tance," Rasekh said. "They 
left one 30-bed facility open 
for the entire population of 
women. I went there to see 
it: There was no electricity, 
no running water, very few 
medical supplies, and it was 
not clean." After some 
international pressure, the 
Taliban agreed to open a 
few more clinics for women 
only, but even now a wom- 
an cannot be seen by a 
male doctor, and only a 
handful of female physi- 
cians are allowed to prac-

He can only make 
a diagnosis based on the 
information from the hus- 
band, brother, or father. 
The majority of the women 
interviewed reported a 
decline in their general 
health since the Taliban 
seizure. 

While Zohra gathered 
this information, she was 
fearful for her life and the 
lives of the women she was 
interviewing. A United 
Nations compound was her 
home throughout her stay, 
but she was never safe. 

"Every day, when [ left in 
the morning, I did not know 
if I would be coming back," 
she said. "And every night 
when I went to sleep, I truly 
did not know if 1 would 
wake up. It is very common 
for Taliban religious police 
to raid the UN compound." 
Such raids generally lead to 
death for those on the 
opposite side of the Tali- 
ban. 


Kabul. It was warm and she 
was wearing a long, warm 
winter coat. "J forgot my- 
self," she said, "and pushed 
my sleeves up a few inches." 
Suddenly a voice shouted 
nearby. "You shameless 
infidel,” he yelled. Zohra 
turned to see a Taliban 
officer with a metal rod 
raised. She ran. 

"I ran for my life, and 
finally found a house to 
hide in," she said. "If he had 
caught me, I would have 
been in terrible trouble 
because I had my camera in 
my bag, my recorder, and 
many notes. [| might have 
been killed.” The experience 
was terrifying, and it 
brought home to her the 
horrible realities faced daily 
by Afghani women. 

"When I realized he was 
yelling at me, and that he 
was coming after me, I felt 
all the things that these 
women feel all the time. 
The humiliation, the anger, 
the terror, and I knew then 
that to be a woman living 
under the Taliban rule is ... 
impossibie," she said. The 
Taliban members claim that 
they have brought peace 
and stability to a chaotic 
nation. 

"Peace?" Zohra asked. 
"Perhaps the peace of a 
concentration camp." 

Upon her return to the 
United States, she and her 
colleagues compiled a re- 
port titled "The Taliban's 
War on Women.” It con- 
tains the information Ra- 
sekh risked her life to gath- 
er, including several photo- 
graphs. Zohra gave talks 
about the plight of the 
women, and was invited to 
the White House by former 
First Lady Hillary Clinton 
to further discuss the issue, 
and io be honored on the 
50th anniversary of the 
U.N.’s Declaration of Hu 
man Rights. 

It was a frustrating time 
for Rasekh and her col- 
leagues. While she received 
much immediate sympathy 
from her audiences in those

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Her sources in 
around Afghanistan 
report that many people, 
chiefly women, rejoiced 
when the United States 
began the bombing raids. 

"Anything is better than 
life under the Taliban," she 
said, although she herself is 
not sure the continued 
bombing is the solution to 
the problem. Even if bin 
Laden is killed, the problem 
will not be solved, she said. 

Rasekh is a founder of a 
new organization titled the 
Global Watch Group, the 
purpose of which is to work 
to provide medical care to 
refugees from Afghanistan, 
and to help out specific 
families through Save a Life 
Across the Miles (SALAM), 
which pairs people from the 
West with Afghans in need.

"bin Laden repeats that 
American policy is to blame 
for Sept. 11,” she said. And 
while she feels the terrorist 
attacks were absolutely 
wrong, she said she wonders 
if bin Laden has a point.

"They consider Americans 
their friends." 

She said it is perhaps 
time for U.S. citizens to 
examine and jearn how the 
world is affected by Ameri- 
can policies, and to see 
what we can do to improve 
the lives of all human be- 
ings.

Well, Denze! must 
read Film Quips, because he seems to have taken my 
advice. I'll try not to let it go to my head. In Antoine 
Fuqua’s Training Day, Washington plays a streetwise 
LAPD narcotics investigator assigned to impart his 
wisdom upon a fresh new recruit played by Ethan Hawke. 
In this part Washington is as gritty as it gets, and Hawke 
is effective as his tough-yet-naive protégé. It is unfortu- 
nate that the script by David Ayer is so riddled with 
pretense, but Washington, Hawke, and their supporting 
cast do all they can to play through. Moreover, director 
Fuqua, whose last effort was the overlong and conflicted 
comedy/thriller Bait, continues to work in the style he 
loves (big city cop stories), but shows an improved sense 
of consistency, rendering a tense if implausible story. 

Training Day, which features cameos by various 
black entertainers like Snoop Dogg, Dr. Dre, and Macy 
Gray, all takes place between morning and night on one 
day in Los Angeles. Jake Hoyt (Hawke) has been given 
the chance to move to the big leagues of undercover 
narcotics investigation if he can pass the tests given to 
him by veteran Alonzo Harris (Washington). Counseling 
Hoyt to "forget everything [he] learned at the academy,” 
Harris shows him that to be a good narcotics cop, he must 
resist the impulse to bust every small-time crook on the 
street and concentrate on catching the "big fish,” a 
practice which includes but is not limited to taking drugs, 
driving under the influence, conducting searches with- 
out a warrant, beating up suspects, and shooting unarmed 
people. Which is really, if you think about it, amuch more 
fun way to go about law enforcement than bothering with 
the boring old law. But before the day is over, Hoyt learns 
that Harris himself is in trouble with some Russian 
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them off his back. Soon (about late evening) he finds 
himself in an uncomfortable situation where he must 
choose between his allegiance to his rogue mentor and 
his integrity as one of L.A.’s finest. 

It is ironic (and an unfortunate choice by the good 
people at Warner Bros.) that this movie should be 
released nov, in this present atmosphere where police 
and firefighters are regularly being talked about as 
heroes and the nation’s citizens are generally lining up 
behind them following a national tragedy. It would have 
played better, say, 10 years ago, right after the Rodney 
King beating (but before the O.J. verdict), when the idea 
of a crooked cop, especially in L.A., was more palatable 
to the U.S. consciousness. Still, mistiming aside, Train- 
ing Day suffers from a few other flaws as well, primarily 
in the script. While it may be believable that some big- 
city narcotics agents occasionally bend the law in order 
to apprehend a major criminal, this scenario goes way 
over the top. Washington seems uncomfortable in this 
role, probably because of the lengths to which his char- 
acter must go to move from Hoyt’s trusted mentor to 
full-fledged villain status. While a well-trained and tal- 
ented actor can usually play any kind of part with skill, 
there are certain script vs. human nature issues at work 
here that can undermine even the best actor’s work. As 
a result, Washington’s performance is overwrought, 
moreso as the final reel approaches. 

Hawke is adequately effective as Hoyt, having his 
eyes widened by all that he sees and yet learning to make

father, Howard P. Gerard, was my hero as a young child 
and though we had our good times and more of bad times 
than I wish to remember, he is still my hero. In 1981 when 
I graduated from high school, my father also graduated 
He came home for the first time in more than four years 
Howard was on his way to recovery 

I watched as he went from being afraid of everything to 
being a go-getter and advocate for the mentally ill. How- 
ard began attending mental health meetings and going to 
conferences which dealt with mental illness. The next 
thing I knew, he was also working to fight for veterans’ 
rights. I couldn’t believe it — My father, the man who 
couldn’t cope with his own problems was now fighting for 
other people’s problems. Howard became a board mem- 
ber for several local and state level mental health organi- 
zations. It was mind boggling to see my father out there 
fighting for something. 

I no longer pretended he didn’t exist, because he was 
certainly out there making sure everyone who could listen 
knew that he did. My father, Howard Gerard, was actually 
a local celebrity when it cane to the mental health com- 
munity. He was not only working here at home for mental 
health rights, he was also working on the statewide level 
with veterans’ mental health issues. It didn’t actually sink 
in how important he was until I received a call from the 
office of the governor of the state of Maryland requesting 
to speak with dad. I thought, wow! If they think he is 
worth calling, then he is big-time. 

Along about this time I was feeling very low and my 
mental heaith was not doing too well, either. My father 
talked me into getting professional help. After my doctor 
started me on an antidepressant, my life took a new turn- 
around. My father encouraged me to go back to school 
and obtain my bachelor of science degree in business ad- 
ministration. With his encouragement and push, I finished 
in two years. I am now working toward my master's de- 
gree in business administration, and through my father’s 
constant pushing, I know I will succeed in this endeavor 
as well. 

While I was working on my degree, my father was also 
taking classes dealing with mental health issues. Daddy 
now has more certificates than I can count, from all the 
different classes he attended. I sit here today and think 
back on the past and how my father, Howard Gerard, al- 
most let his demons, so to speak, take over his life and 
keep him locked in a mental ward. I know that his belief 
in God had a great deal to do with his remarkable recov 
ery, and that the love of his family also puiled him 
through. For this reason I can sit here today and say that 
Howard P. Gerard is my father and my hero. I am so 
proud of what he has accomplished over the last 20 years. 


I know that I am not the only one who feels that way, be- 
cause there is rarely a day that goes by which someone 
doesn’t come up to me and say, "Aren't you Howard's 
daughter?" He really is a go-getter and a terrific man.

Valere and [ maintain an tnter- 
cessory prayer list that we lift up 
to God at least once a day. At umes 
when, having prayed 
intercessorily in the morning, I 
wonder whether in my evening 
prayers | ought to repeat sorne of 
the same concerns for which I 
have already prayed. It has oc- 
curred to me that. in offering the 
same prayer twice in one day, | 
may demonstrate a lack of trust in 
God's attention to the first prayer? 

So Luke 18:1-8 is a good 
reminder to me that we need to 
always to persevere in prayer. It 
is not how often we pray for the 
same thing, but how we pray. That 
is what the parable of the unjust 
judge is about. Jesus told them a 
parable to encourage them to “al- 
ways pray and not lose heart” (Lk 
18.1). When in doubt, he seems 
to be telling us, pray too much 
rather than too little. If you are 
going to err, do it on the side of 
bold perseverance, not timidity 

In his The Age of Faith, Will 
Durant writes of a Spanish lad, 
who, persuaded he is mentally 
sluggish, runs away from home 
On his way, the exhausted youth 
sits down by a well and his eye is 
caught by the deep furrow in a 
stone at the edge; a passing maid 
explains that the furrow was wom 
by the attrition of the rope that 
lowered and raised the bucket. 
“If,” said Isadore to himself, “by 
daily use the soft rope could pen- 
etrate the stone, surely persever- 
ance could overcome the dullness 
of my brain.” He returned to his 
father’s house and became the 
learned Bishop of Seville 

Is God Reluctaat? 

This does not mean that we 
persevere so that we can persuade 
God to do what we ask. It is not 
the reluctance of God that we are 
trying to overcome in prayer, but, 
like the Spanish lad, the dullness 
of our own spints. Prayer doesn't

Will Jesus Find Faith? 

Persistence in prayer doesn’; 
wear down the reluctance of God 
but our own reluctance to comm 
ourselves trustfully in his hands 
Persistence is the result of faith 
the kind of faith Jesus has in mind 
when he asks: “.. when the Son of 
Man comes, will he find faith on 
earth?” The expectation of easy 
and quick answers to prayer is not 
evidence of faith but sheer wil 
The task is not to exert our wil! 
over that of God, but surrender 
ourselves to his. To “cry to him 
day and night” means that we are 
not easily deterred from our faith 
So, our “continual coming" is ot 
an affront to God but a confes- 
sion of faith 

But the perseverance of this 
“continual coming” is motivated 
not by the arrogance of getting 
from God what we want because 
we are deserving, but by a genu- 
ine humility that has convinced 
us that we are not worthy. but 
dependent upon his grace. Per- 
sistence in prayer, therefore, must 
be coupled with humility. Other- 
wise Our persistence may be noth- 
ing but arrogance, an assumption 
that we can exhaust God's resolve 

Gur em is not that we ask 
too much or too often of God, but 
that we ask 100 little and too 
infrequently. Our persistence 
cannot exhaust God, but our 
self-righteousness does. So, like 
the tax collector, we must perse- 
vere in our prayer because we 
know that we are sinners depen- 
dent upon God's mercy and 
willingly commit ourselves to his 
grace.

Domestic Violence Victims Run 
Gamut Of Society, As Do Abusers

Ociober is Domestic Violence Awareness Month. One of 
the best ways to combat domestic violence in our community 
is to have a realistic understanding of the pervasiveness of 
the problem in American society today. 

Who Are Victims of Violence? 

Statistically, Most Victims are Women 

®@ 85-95% of all domestic violence victims are women 
who are abused by their husbands or boyfriends. 

© Teenaged, pregnant and elderly women are especially 
at risk. 

@ Even though most victims are women, men can be 
victims, too. 
Children Can Be Direct or Indirect Victims 

@ They may be abused themselves. 

@ They may be forced to see their parent abused in 
front of them. 

@ The abuser may use threats to harm the children as 
a means of controlling the victim. 

@ They grow up seeing abuse as the natural way for 
domestic partners to relate to each other. 

® They grow up in an insecure environment filled with 
tension and violence. 
Teenagers Experience Dating Violence 

@ Teenagers are just as vulnerable to relationship vio- 
lence, and it i: just as dangerous. 

@ Teenagers may not seek help because they distrust 
adults. 
Domestic Violence Can Also Occur 
in Gay and Lesbian Households 

@ Gay and lesbian relationships are not immune to the 
pattern of abusive and coercive behaviors that constitute 
domestic violence. 

® Victims may not seek help because they don’t believe 
that help is available for same sex domestic abuse or be- 
cause they fear they will be mistreated because of their 
sexual orientation. 
the Elderly and People With Disabilities Can be Victims 

@ They may be abused by their spouses or partners, 
adult children, or caretakers. 

@ They may be physically unable to defend themselves 
or escape from the abuse 

@ They may be physically or mentally unable to report 
the abuse to anyone. 


Anyone Can Be a Victim 


@ Studies have found no characteristic link between 
personality type and being a victim. 

@ Victims can not stop the abuse by simply changing 
how they behave. 

@ Everyone deserves to be safe from domestic violence. 

Who Are Domestic Violence Abusers? 
Abusers Don’t Act Because They Are “Out of Control" 

@ Abusers choose to respond to a situation violently. 
They are making a conscious decision to behave in a vio- 
lent manner. 

@ They know what they are doing and what they want 
from their victims. They are not acting purely out of an- 
ger. They are not only reacting to stress. 

@ They are not helplessly under the control of drugs 
and alcohol. 

Abuse Is a Learned Behavior 

@ It is not a "natural" reaction to an outside event. 

@ It is not "normal" to behave in a violent manner with- 
in a personal relationship. 

@ It is learned from seeing abuse used as a successful 
tactic of control — often in the home in which the abuser 
grew up. 

@ It is reinforced when abusers are not arrested or 
prosecuted or otherwise held responsible for their acts. 
Abusers May Even: 

® Express remorse and beg for forgiveness with seemly 
loving gestures. 

@ Be hard workers and good providers. 

®@ Be witty, charming, attractive, and intelligent. 

@ At times, be loving parents. 

Domestic violence isn’t normal; in fact, battering is 
against the law.

Queen Anne ruled England from 
1702 to 1714. The furniture made in 
America in the “Queen Anne” style 
was not made until about 1725 to 
1750. The desks and other wooden 
pieces were much lighter-looking than 
furniture made earlier. 

Pieces were made with curved forms 
and simple decorations. The best- 
Known feature of a Queen Anne tabie, 
desk or chair is the cabriole leg. The S- 
shaped leg is graceful and practical. 
The slight bend and the knee made it 
possible for a slim ieg to support 
heavy pieces. 

The slant-front desk was a popular 
Queen Anne form. The desk resem- 
bled a chest of drawers topped by a 
series of smaller drawers that were, in 
turn, covered by a long, slanting board 
that could be flipped open to form a 
writing surface.

But let me 
add that doggie sweaters trap heat, 
making them dangerous in warm 
weather; and big hats or other head 
coverings can make your pet extreme- 
ly anxious 

However, I have seen small dogs 
that seem to enjoy the attention that 
dressing up brings them. As long as 
the costume does not make your pet 
uncomfortable, anxious, too hot or too 
cold, go nght ahead. And make sure 
your dog can handle a constant stream 
of cooing guests 

Costumes that dogs seem comfort- 
able in are minimal. A bowtie or 
(miniature) baby bib work well, I've 
also seen tiny horns glued to a ribbon 
and clipped or tied to the top of the 
dog's head. Whatever you do, make 
sure that the costume does not inter- 
fere with the dog’s sight or walking, 
and cut everything smaller than you 
think it needs to be 

Before the party, dress the dog up to 
see how he or she handles it. If your 
pet becomes agitated, rethink your 
idea or abandon it completely 

During the Halloween party, bring 


the dog in intermittently to meet 
guests. Don't let your dog run around 
underfoot, place him or her in a 
secluded room or in the kennel cage 
when the place gets crowded. Take off 
the costume once everyone's been

About the mastectomy it 
self, she philosophically 
says, “I'll just leave this 
world with a few less body 
parts." She is more con- 
cerned about staying alive 
to see her grandchildren 
grow up than she is about 
her figure. 

One worse side effect, 
however, that did occur af- 
ter her surgeries was that 
her insurance rates, as she 
puts it, "skyrocketed." Her 

remiums jumped from 
347 to $922 a morth. Like 
most couples with children 
to raise, she and her hus- 
band could not afford the 
premiums. So, they dropped 
the insurance. But Bowser 
was not left without medical 
aid. She was able to take 
advantage of the Breast and 
Cervical Cancer Screening 
Program (BCCS) offered 
through the Garrett County 
Health Department. 

The BCCS program pro- 
vides women 40 to 64 years 
of age who are uninsured or 
underinsured with free ex- 
ams, mammograms, and 
treatment (if necessary). 
Through this program, 
Bowser has been able to 
have regular breast exam- 
ines and mammograms, 
which, given her cancer his- 
tory, are vital. 

In May of this year, she 
had some soreness and 
fourd lumps in her right 
breast. "Oh, no, not again," 
she thought. But she did 
not hesitate in contacting 
the Health Department, 
and even though she was 
not scheduled for a mam- 
mogram until September, 
the staff immediately ar- 
ranged for her to have one. 
A biopsy was done and, as 
a preventive measure, yet

another lumpectomy of her 
right breast was performed 
in July. 

Bowser has only positive 
comments about the health 
care professionals who par- 
ticipate in the BCCS pro- 
gram. In particular, Carol 
Clark, CRNP, director of 
personal health at the 
Health Department, and 
Rebecca Parks, RN, coordi- 
nator of BCCS. 

"They're so loving and 
kind," Bowser said. "They 
go out of their way to make 
you feel comfortable." 

Bowser also indicated 
that anesthesiologist Robert 
Field and the surgical staff 
at Garrett Memorial Hospi- 
tal, where her latest lump- 
ectomy was performed, 
were "so concerned and car- 
ing. Dr. Charies Walch is a 
confident, compassionate 
person," she said. "Having 
such a caring physician who 
will listen to a breast cancer 
patient’s questions and ac- 
cept her choices for treat- 
ment can greatly relieve a 
woman’s anxiety about her 
disease and treatment.” 

While caring health-care 
professionals have been key 
to Bowser’s physical surviv- 
al, a strong faith and sup- 
portive family have been 
vital to her emotional sur- 
vival as well. 

When first diagnosed 
with cancer, she felt she 
had “no control over what 
was happening” to her. But 
her faith in God, supportive 
fellow members at the Plea- 
sant View Baptist Church, 
loving husband of 46 years, 
and family have helped her 
have a positive attitude 


about her illness. 


"I can’t imagine going 
through this without having 
faith,” she said. "It would 
have been very difficult.” 

Unfortunately, the cancer 
legacy in Bowser’s family 
could continue. She has 
three daughters and three 
granddaughters. "I look for- 
ward to the day when the 
breast cancer gene can be 
identified,” Bowser said. But 
that day could be a long 
way off. Until then, she will 
make sure that her daugh- 
ters do self-exams and get 
mammograms regularly. She 
will encourage other women 
to do so as well. 

"I highly recommend that 
women have regular mam- 
mograms," Bowser said. 
And, she adds, if they are 
diagnosed with cancer, they 
need to “accept it and deal 
with it. If they don’t, there’s 
no hope." 

"Women need not feel 
that they are alone in this,” 
adds BCCS _ coordinator 
Parks. "We’re 
them."

Fieldwork Runs 
Smoothly Thanks 
To Dry Weather 


With the exception of a 
few showers on Sunday, last 
week was predominately dry 
across the state, allowing 
Maryland farmers an aver- 
age of 6.4 days suitable for 
fieldwork. Because of these 
conditions, last week was an 
excellent week for activities 
such as harvesting row 
crops and seeding small 
grains. Precipitation for Oc- 
tober ranges from 9.5 inch- 
es in Washington County to 
1.3 inches in Wicomico 
County. In regards to tem- 
perature, reports of frost 
last week have raised some 
concern, especially for late 
planted soybeans. 


Corn harvested for grain 
has passed the halfway 
mark of completion with 67 
percent harvested, progress- 
ing 20 percent from the 
previous week, 15 percent 
ahead of last year, and 11 
percent ahead of the five- 
year average. While corn 
harvest continues ahead of 
schedule, a slowdown is ex- 
pected due to delays at the 
grain elevators. As a result, 
many farmers are turning 
their focus onto harvesting 
soybeans, which are also 
well ahead of schedule. Soy- 
bean harvest is 28 percent 
complete, progressing 14 
percent over the previous 
week, 13 percent ahead of 
last year, and 11 percent 
ahead of the five-year aver- 
age. 

Small grain seedings are 
well under way. Sixty-seven 
percent of the barley crop is 
planted, 13 percent ahead 
of last year, and 11 percent 
of the five-year average. 
Winter wheat planting is 22 
percent complete, 3 percent 
ahead of last year and 2 
percent ahead of the aver- 
age. Rye is 47 percent 
planted, 18 percent ahead 
of last year and 12 percent 
of the average. 

Topsoil and subsoil .nois- 
ture levels decreased due to 
the dry weather. Conse- 
quently, topsoil rated in 
adequate supply decreased 
by 17 percent from the pre- 
vious week. Subsoil in ade- 
quate moisture supply de- 
creased by 20 percent from 
the previous week. Topsoil 
moisture is rated surplus, 57 
percent adequate, 39 per- 
cent short, and 4 percent 
very short.

Saction 1, Pursuant to the authority of the Maryland Water 
Quality Financing Administration Act (codified as Sections 9- 
1601 to 9-1622, inclusive, of the Environment Article of the 
Annotated Code of Maryland (1966 Replacement Volume and 
2000 yp py: (the “Act"), Sections 31 to 37, inclusive, of 
Article 23A of the Annotated Code of Maryland (1998 Replace- 
ment Volume and 2000 Su ope and Sections 18-59 arid 
18-61 of the Charter of the Town of Grantevilie (the “Charter"), 
The Town of Grantevilie, a municipal corporation of the State of 
Maryland (the "Borrowers"), hereby determines toborrow monay 
and incur indebtedness () for the public purposes of financing or 
refinancing improvements to certain wastewater facilities (the 
“Wastewater System Project") and (|i) for the public purposes of 
financing or refinancing improvements to the water supply 
systems (the "Water Sy tem Project") and, In each case, related 
architectural, financial, legal, planning and engineering ex- 
— ) ey -neig under the Claan Water Act and Sate Drinking 
ater Act. The Wastewater System Project and the Water 
System Project are each described In Exhibit A. The Wastewa- 
ter System Ay ns constitutes a "wastewater facility” and the 
Water System Project constitutes a “water supply system* within 

the meaning of the Act. 

As contemplated by the Act, such borrowing and indebted- 
ness shal! be made and incurred In accordance with the provi- 
sions of loan agreements (each, a "Loan Agreement” collec- 
tively, the "Loan Agreements") between the Borrower and 
Maryland Water Quality Financing Administration (the "“Admin- 
Istration"), Each Loan Agreement shall be In substantially the 
forms set forth in Exhibits B-1 and B-2 attached hereto as apart 
hereof, with such insertions, omissions or variations as may be 
deemed necessary or appropriate and approved by the officers 
executing the same (thelr execution of the Loan Agreements to 
constitute conclusive evidence of such approval). The Borrower 
hereby approves the forms of and authorizes the execution and 
delivery of the Loan Agreements in substantially the forms set 
forth in Exhibits B-1 and B-2, including all covenants and 
conditions set forth therein. The Loan Agreements and all the 
covenants and conditions set forth therein, including, without 
limitation, payment to the Administration of the annual Adminis- 
trative Fee described in such Loan Agreements, are hereby 
approved and adopted as the obligations of the Borrower. 

Section 2. To evidence the payment obligations of the 
Borrower under the Loan Agreements, the Borrower, acting 
pursuant to the authority of the Act and the Charter, hereby 
determines to issue and sell, upon its full faith and credit, (i) a 
general oer installment bond, in the principal amount not 
to exceed FIFTY THOUSAND DOLLARS ($50,000.00), to be 
known as “The Town of Grantevilie Water Quality Bond" (the 
“Water Quality Bond") and (ii) a general obligation instaliment 
bond, in the principal amount not to exceed TWO HUNDRED 
THOUSAND DOLLARS ($200,000.00), to be known as “The 
Town of Grantevilie ae Water Bond’ (the "Drinking Water 
Bond" and, collectively withthe Water Quality Bond, the "Bonde’), 
There shall be added to the title of each Bond a designation 
corresponding to the year in which euch Bond |e lesued. The 
Bonde shall be dated the date of delivery and shall be Iseved in 
the form of two fully registered inetaliment bonds, without 
coupons attached, numbered A-1 and A-2. The Water Quality 
Bond, numbered R-1, shall bear interest at a rate of 45% of the 
Bond Buyer 11-Bond Index for the month preceding the date 
of Ite delivery and the Drinking Water Bond, numbered R-2, shall 
bear interest at arate of 45% of the Bond Buyer 11-Bond index 
forthe month preceding the date of its pegs Thefiret payment 
of principal on each Bond shall be paid no later than one year 
after the estimated date of completion of each respective project 
as described in Exhibit A, and subsequent installments of 
principal shall be payable py until the principal on such 
Bond is fully paid, except that the final installment of the entire 
indebtedness evidenced by each Bond, if not sooner paid, shall 
be due and payable no later than 20 years after project comple- 
tion, and except that prepayments may be made as provided in 
the relevant Loan Agreement. Interest due on the unpaid 
amounts advanced under the Loan Agreements shall accrue on 
the basis of a 30-dav month.

The Town Mayor with the Consent 
of the Town Council of the Town |s authorized and directed to 
enter Into such agreements with the Administration as they shall 
deem tobe in the best Interest of the Town In order to accomplish 
the public purposes of this Ordinance. 

ction 6. The Town Mayor of the Town \s expressly 
authorized and empowered to take any and all action necessary 
tocompiete and closes the delivery of the Bonds. The Town Mayor 
of the Town Is expressly authorized to make such changes or 
modifications in the forms adopted herein as may be necessary 
or appropriate. 

ction 7, Tne Town Mayor, or in his absence, the Clerk- 
Treasurer of the Town, is hereby designated to receive payment 
on behalf of the Town of the proceeds of the sale of the Bonds. 
Such proceeds shall be used and applied by the Town exclu- 
sively and solely for the public purposes described in Section 1 
of this Ordinance. If the proceeds received from the sale of the 
Bonds exceed the amount needed for such public purposes, the 
unexpended excess shall be — as s00n as may be practi- 
cable to the prepayment of the Bonds as provided for in Section

Secticn 8. The principal of and Interest on the Water Quaility 
Bond and the Drinking Water Bond shali be payable In the first 
instance from funds received trom the imposition and collection 
of wastewater and water user charges, respectively, including 
any and all fees for the use of the wastewater system or public 
water system, respectively, or connection thereto established by 
the Town In accordance with the Charter. In the evant that suc 
charges and fees are insufficient to meet the debt service 
requirements on the Bonds the principal! and Interest on the 
Bonds shali be payabie In accordance with the Loan Agreement. 
If, In any fiscal year during which the Bonds may be outstanding, 
elther of such funds are Insufficient promptly to meet the debt

Welfare Cases 
Drop 68 Percent 


In Five Years

ANNAPOLIS — Mary- 
land’s weifare caseload has 
decreased by 68.7 percent 
since January 1995, officiais 
from the Department of 
Human Resources reported 
to state lawmakers Tuesday. 

The decline means that 
Marylanders receiving tem- 
porary cash assistance have 
dropped to 71,363, down 
from 227,887 in 1995, al- 
though officials admit the 
caseload decreases have lev- 
eled off. 

"We have come a long 
way in five years,” said Sen- 
ate Minority Leader Martin 
Madden, R-Howard, chair- 
man of the Joint Commit- 
tee on Welfare Reform. 
"People who are leaving 
welfare are finding lives 
that are better for them- 
selves and their children." 

The state is down to the 
cases that are the most dif- 
ficult — those with "multi- 
ple barriers" — said Charles 
Henry, executive director 
for the Family Investment 
Administration. 

The Sept. 11 terrorist at- 
tacks, and the economic 
fallout from them, may 
push figures up in the com- 
ing months, said state offi- 
cials who have been moni- 
toring welfare applications. 
They said they expect the 
economy will stabilize by 
spring and caseloads will 
drop by the end of 2002, 

Analysts from RESI, a 
research institute at Towson 
University, are forecasting a 
moderate economic con- 
traction for two or three 
quarters through the second 

quarter of 2002. 
"The big unknown is 


what happens in light of the 
economic slowdown prior to 
Sept. 11 and particularly 
what happens after that.

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There are a lot of challeng- 
es ahead. it’s a different 
economic climate now," said 
Madden, who is serving his 
seventh and final year on 
the committee. 

The state has budgeted 
assistance for 68,000 welfare 
recipients, 3,000 clients 
short of the Family Invest- 
ment Administration’s goal. 
But, FIA officials said 96 
percent of clients who had 
received more than two 
years of temporary cash as- 
sistance are working, an in- 
crease of 3 percent from 
last year. 

In January 2002, the 
five-year limit for Mary- 
land’s first welfare recipi- 
ents will expire. However, 
the Family Investment Ad- 
ministration is making pro- 
visions to extend benefits 
for 586 welfare families. 
The state will be able to 
provide benefits to qualified 
families through July 2004. 

"No family will lose assis- 
tance just because of an ar- 
bitrary time limit,” said 
Henry. 

Louise Meyers, a welfare 
advocate for veterans, said 
getting off welfare some- 
times "can take a lifetime." 

Baltimore remains the 
area with the greatest con- 
centration of welfare cli- 
ents, more than 62 percent 
of state welfare cases; how- 
ever, the city’s caseload has 
declined by about 58 per- 
cent since 1995. Another 11 
percent of state cases are in 
Prince George’s County. 

The state has been suc- 
cessful in hiring addiction 
specialists in local social 
services departments every- 
where except Baltimore, 
where they need 23 more 
such specialists. City offi- 
cials hope to be at full staff 
by spring. 

Local governments have 
been successful in hiring 
welfare clients, with almost 
2,100 hired. However, state 
government has fallen 30 
short of its goal, placing 70 
clients at state government 
jobs. FIA officials blamed 
the low state hiring on 
problems securing child 
care and transportation. 

Employment and recidi- 
vism outcomes for Mary- 

landers leaving temporary 
cash assistance are positive 
and coincide with those re- 
ported in other states, ac- 
cording to a study by re- 
searchers at the University 
of Maryland School of So- 
cial Work. 

The study also revealed 
that the majority of welfare 
families receive food stamps 
and medical assistance after 
leaving public assistance 
and few families are receiv- 
ing a child care subsidy dur- 
ing the year after leaving 
welfare. 

Welfare recipients have 
been hired mostly in service 
industries; however, job sta- 
bility is higher among those 
employed in public adminis- 
tration and in the health 
and social services sectors, 
the study said. 

Average quarterly earn- 
ings in the quarter after 
leaving welfare were a 
modest $2,654, the study 
said, and only 4.4 percent 
of Marylanders live in pov-

Spence was later released 
from the Garrett County 
jail when he posted a 
$5,000 bond; Sheffield re- 
mains incarcerated on a

For the fifth consecutive 
year, staff members of The 
Republican newspaper have 
launched Warm the Chil- 
dren, a program designed to 
provide new, warm winter 
clothing and footwear to 
area children in need. The 
newspaper has _ helped 
clothe about 800 children 
over the past four years 
through the program, and 
organizers hope to help well 
over 200 this year. 

Each Thursday for the 
next several weeks, adver- 
tisements will be included 
in issues of the newspaper 
to ask for donations to the 
Warm the Children fund. 
As the money is collected, 
families in need are identi- 
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fied by the area public 
school system and the De- 
partment of Social Services, 
and applications are sent to 
those who may benefit from 
the program. 

"As we have said every 
year, the beauty of this 
program is that there are 
no overhead expenses," said 
Mary McEwen, director of 
Warm the Children.

Blaze Destroys 
Building Used For 
Meat Processing 


A fire believed to have 
been caused by an improp- 
erly installed wood stove 
destroyed a building in the 
Finzel area of the county 
Tuesday afternoon. The 30’ 
x 65’ block sectional build- 
ing, owned by Howie Plat- 
ter II and located at 864 
Church Run Road, was 
used for a deer meat pro- 
cessing Operation known as 
Howie’s Custom Cuts. The 
loss was estimated to be 
$120,000 by investigators 
from the Maryland State 
Fire Marshal's Office. 

According to the investi- 
gators’ report, a passing 
neighbor saw heavy smoke 
coming from the unoccu- 
pied building and called 
911. Volunteer firefighters 
from Eastern Garrett, 
Grantsville, Frostburg, 
Shaft, Salisbury (Pa.), and 
Clarysville VFDs responded 
to the 2:07 p.m. alarm and 


found the structure’ en- 
gulfed in flames. 
One unidentified  fire- 


fighter from the Frostburg 
VFD sustained a possible 
broken arm and was trans- 
ported to Memorial Hospi- 
tal in Cumberland by the 
Northern Garrett County 
Rescue Squad. 

Investigators determined 
that combustibles located 
near an improperly installed 
wood stove in the furnace 
ignited, and the 
flames spread up the wall to 
the roof area. The fire was 
brought under control in 
about 15 minutes by the es- 
timated 45 volunteers, but 
the damages were extensive. 

Also responding to the 
scene were the county air 
cascade unit, housed at the 
Deep Creek VFC, and per- 
sonnel from the Allegheny 
Power Company.

The Garrett 
County native dove into frigid waters to save an 82-year-old man from drowning. The

head and under his arms 
while encouraging him not 
to give up. He then directed 
the crew to take the line to 
the rescue craft’s bow and 
pull them clear by putting 
the boat’s engine into re- 
verse. Once free of the 
bridge and the strong cur- 
rent raging around it, Caro- 
la swam the then-uncon- 
scious victim to the vessel. 


The NCOA recognized 
Carola’s live-saving actions 
with its Vanguard Award 
for the U.S. Coast Guard, 
presented in memory of 
Medal of Honor recipient 
Signalizan Ist Class Doug- 
las Munro. Five enlisted 
servicemen and/or women, 


representing each of the 
military’s five branches, are 
presented with the Van- 
guard Award each year. 

"Seaman Carolia demon- 
strated remarkable initia- 
tive, exceptional fortitude, 
and daring in spite of immi- 
nent personal danger," no- 
ted an article published in 
Today’s NCOA, the organi- 
zation’s journal. 

The Gold Medal of the 
AFRAS, a non-profit foun- 
dation that supports servic- 
es concerned with saving 
lives at sea, is presented an- 
nually to an enlisted Coast 
Guard person for an act of 
extraordinary bravery dur- 
ing a rescue at sea. Nomi- 
nations for the award are 
made by the USCG’s 
Search and Rescue Divi- 
sion. 


pound man’s head above 
the surface, 

Following an unsuccess- 
ful attempt by Carola’s 
crewmates to pull him and 
the victim to the Coast 
Guard vessel, Eakers told 
Carola to "save yourself, 
[because] I know I’m going 
to die." Carola refused to 
let the man go and forced 
the life-saving ring over his 


Eakers. The exhausted vic- 
tim, who had a heart condi- 
tion, was already suffering 
from hypothermia and was 
likely to drown in the rag- 
ing current within minutes 
of the rescue vessel’s arriv- 
al. Carola placed his own 
body between the victim 
and the bridge fender, fight- 
ing against standing walls of 
water to hold the 250- 
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"Carola’s courage and 
devotion to duty are most 
heartily commended and 
are in keeping with the 
highest traditions of the 
U.S. Coast Guard," re- 
marked AFRAS chairman 
Adm. James S. Gracey, 
USCG (ret.). 

Since the North Carolina 
rescue, Carola requested 
and was granted a transfer 
to Newport, Ore. He re- 
cently re-enlisted for a six- 
year tour of duty and 
should complete coxswain’s 
training in December, when 
he will be certified to pilot 
Coast Guard motor life 
boats under fairly “normal” 
conditions. Carola intends 
to eventually apply for the 
service’s grueling surfsman 
training. which would en- 
able him to pilot motor life 
boats in some of the heavi- 
est surf conditions in the 
world off the Oregon and 
Washington coasts. As a 
surfsman, Carola would be 
responsible for maintaining 
control of the high-tech 47-

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A Near Disaster... 


Impending disaster for the Autumn Glory Festival 
was averted yesterday when the Garrett County 
Chamber of Commerce board of directors rescinded 
its decision of last week to move the 2002 festival 
from the second to the first full weekend of October. 
By a vote of the board yesterday, following an outcry 
from various organizations, the regular time slot for 
the festival was restored. 

The idea to change the dates of the festival was a 
bad one, or at least a short-sighted one. It seems that 
the board members suffered from what we hope was 
a temporary bout of tunnel vision. Granted, the.e 
was some credence for spaeienrans ie change. When 
the festival weekend happens to be the same as the 
Cbhlumbus Day weekend, one of the two lucrative 
weekends is essentially lost. The overlap also causes 
tourist influx of come magnitude that it is difficult 
t@ serve adequately. There is not enough housing, 

d the restaurants are taxed beyond their capabili- 
tlés. 

| However, there was evidently no consideration of 
scheduling ramifications of moving the festival. 
e AGF is but one in a series of area festivais, the 
ainder of which are all longer established (For- 
, Buckwheat, Springs Folk, etc.). Each festival has 
it$ time slot in the series, and any disruption of that 
it would create a severe wounding of not only 


the festival that has been rescheduled, but also to the 
one that already has that slot. All of the entities, or- 

nizations, and individuals who actually make the 
estival what it is —— the bands, the vendors, the 
crafters, fire departments, the antique dealers, the 
Shriners, and many others, not to mention the peo- 
ple who attend festivals —- would be placed in a huge 
dilemma as to which festival to choose. 

‘We can hear our chamber board now if, say, the 
Buckwheat Festival organizers in Preston County de- 
cided to move the dates of their event to the second 
weekend of October. 

Anyway, we are pleased and appreciative that the 
board members reversed their decision, and we be- 
lieve that Ken Wishnick, chamber president (but not 
a voting member, by the way), has the right idea — 
establish a festival board/foundation to coordinate, 
finance, and oversee the event. Coordination of the 
festival is a huge burden on the chamber staff, and 
also on the chamber directors. The new organization 
should certainly include chamber members, but also 
representatives from many of the other organizations 
that annually play a major role in the testival. 

Even though the festival was founded as a promo- 
tional event for the county, it is now much more 
than that. It has become a broad-based community 
tradition, a homecoming, practically a legal holiday, 
at least for the southern half of the county. We 
would also like to see it expanded more into the 
northern half. 

The commissioners were among those opposed to 
changing the festival dates, so perhaps they could 
come up with some seed money to get the lounde- 
tion off the ground. A part-time professional could 
be hired as director. Local businesses and individuals 
would be invited to be AGF Foundation members by 
making an annual donation to the cause, and the 
peoegeds of the kickoff dinner would go to the 
‘ouadation, which would allow county government to 
not have to finance thé event after the first year or 
two, 

There was some attempt to organize such a foun- 
dation two years ago, but it didn’t materialize, which 
is why we believe we need a paid director to get the 
ball rolling. At least iet’s check out how the 65-year 
old Forest Festival in Elkins, W.Va., which drew an 
estimated 175,000 people this year, is coordinated.

Recently my friend Mary McEwen wrote a column for 
this space giving her impressions of a high school reunion 
she attended, ending with the advice that if one is given 
an opportunity to attend a reunion, one should surely do 
so.

story of author Beverly D’Onofrio a girl who wa nted to 
es a writer but was fo rce F Pen her life on hold when she 
became pregnant in 1968 at age 15. Adapted for the 


screen by executive p yroducer Morgan Upton Ward (from 
D’Onofrio’s book of the same name) and directed by 
Penny Marshall, the film stars Drew Barrymore and 
Steve Zahn doing some of their best work to date, but is 
somewhat marred by Barrymore’s epperent inability to 
keepa straight face. Ihave complained about this before; 
it’s not that I think she is a poor actress—in fact I find her 
extremely talented and quite charming—but the fact that 
she can’t get through a scene, no matter how serious the 
subject matter, without smirking, is distracting and 
difficult to ignore. This is especially annoying here 
because this fi im, aserious story about a woman who had 
to face many hardships growing up alongside her own 
child, contains little to laugh about. 

The story begins in Wallingford, Connecticut, in 
1961, where a 10 -year-old Bev (Mika Boorem) is seen 
riding i in the cruiser with her policeman father (James 
Woods), together singing the Everly Brothers song 

"Dream.’ After this tender relationship is established, we 
segue to the 35-year-old Beverly (Barrymore), estranged 
from her father and her ex-husband, riding to New York 
City with her college age son, Jason (Adam Garcia). This 
is a big day for her. "Life is just 4 or 5 big days that change 
everything," she says to him. And then we return to the 
late 60s, on another "big day," when an ill-advised romp 
in a boy’s car results in a major life change. Although she 
had wanted to go to college and become an author, 
Beverly must marry and settle down. Ray (Zahn) is not 
her idea! man, but he is the father of her child. 

The intervening years of Beverly’s life play out much 
in the same way as It’s A Wonderful Life, with one 
opportunity after another passing her by, usually be- 
cause of the needs of her growing boy (played by severai 
different young actors) and/or the delinquency of her 
well-meaning but irresponsible and eventually drug- 
addicted husband. She attempts to get her high school 
equivalency degree, she tries to get into college, she 
dreams of moving to New York or California, she com- 
miserates with her best friend Fay (Brittany Murphy), all 
the while caring for Jason as best she can and dealing 
with Ray’s failure as a morally responsible human being. 

Although this film deals with the depressing minu- 
tiae of a life unfulfilled, it does not dwell on Beverly’s 
misery. She is painted as a self-absorbed and emotionally 
immature young woman whois concurrently raising and

BANDITS 
Rated PG-13 - Running Time: 2:02 - Released 10/12/01 

From director Barry Levinson comes Bandits, a 
thoroughly enjoyable romantic caper comedy about a 
pair of "odd couple” bank robbers whose long but tumul- 
tuous friendship is threatened when they both fallin love 
with their willing but emotionally unbalanced female 
hostage. it stars Bruce Willis, Billy Bob Thornton, and 
Cate Blanchett as the members of this uncomfortable 
and crime-enhanced love triangle, and they all give 
engaging performances, imbuing their quirky characters 
with all manner of psychological issues uncommon in 
traditional crime stories. Also responsible for the film’s 
success is writer Harley Peyton, whose choice to start at 
the end and use flashbacks to tell the story, carefully 
giving us only certain details along the way, leads to a 
clever and immensely satisfying twist ending. Peyton, 
whose past screenplays have been criticized for being 
overcomplicated (Keys to Tulsa), has apparently learned 
how to simplify, because Bandits works as a well-rounded, 
character- driven story with a minimum of excess fat. 

We first find our heroes, fiery and recklessly impul- 
rive Joe Blake (Willis) and intelligent OCD sufferer and 
hypochondriac Terry Collins (Thornton), a.k.a. the 
"sleepover bandits," in the midst ofa badly deteriorating 
raid on the Alamo Bank in Los Angeles, which, as it turns 
out, is the last job they'll ever do. Although they have 
succeeded many times before and become nationally 
famous for their polite demeanor and their unconven- 
tional habit of spending the night at the bank manager’s 
home before each robbery, this one’s not going well at all. 
With the LAPD and SWAT teams accumulating outside 
the buiiding and a successful escape iooking more and 
more unlikely, they begin bickering about each other’s 
role in their downfall, and specifically about whose 
decision it was to let Kate (Blanchett) join the team. it is 
Kate, you see, who turned them in to the cops. 

At this point we leave the scene and begin learning 
the boys’ history, both through flashbacks and by seeing 
bits of a nationally syndicated interview they gave the 
night before the ill-fated Alamo robbery. We see first 
their daring escape from prison, their joint fantasy of 
retiring to Acapulco to open a night club, and their 
decision to "sleep over" before each robbery and force the 
manager tolet them in the bank before it opens, avoiding 
the complications caused by the presence of employees 
and customers. After a few such jobs, they begin to 
achieve local notoriety. But then they meet Kate. A 
depressed woman trapped ina loveless marriage, Kate is 
accidentally abducted by Terry and is forced to stay with 
the bandits for one night at their hideout. Recognizing 
them and becoming enthralled by the danger of the 
situation, she soon falls in love with both men, each for 
different reasons. However, her involvement as a sort of 
modern-day Patty Hearst, and the continuing coverage 
of the TV news show Criminals At Large, elevates the 
bandits’ fame to national standing, which puts a serious 
hamper on their ability to do their job. 

These three actors are all remarkably enjoyable in 
their roles, with Willis essentially playing straight to 
Thornton’s and Blanchett’s neuroses; each of them is 
developed with enough depth to be funny characters 
without giving the film the sense of a full-blown comedy. 
The three have a tendency to ground each other, result- 
ing in a peculiarly elegant chemistry. Also noticeable is 
the surprisingly nice camera work by two-time Oscar- 
nominated cinematographer Dante Spinotti (L.A. 
Confidential, The Insider). While Bandits doesn’t have 
the level of character Levinson achieved in his debut, 
1982’s Diner, it will still serve. Get it? kx*%*x«*

Firewood Buyers 
Reminded To Be 
Wary Consumers 


With the onset of cooler 
autumn weather, many 
Maryland residents are 
turning on their furnaces 
and stocking up on wood 
for home heating. While the 
U.S. Department of Energy 
is predicting that home 
heating fuel prices will be 
lower than last year, and 
the supply is adequate to 
Dbbeeettbbiad tl he 
run-ups if very cold weather 
patterns emerge, consumers 
will still purchase wood for 
their home-heating needs. 

"Anyone buying or selling 
wood for use at home 
should be familiar with reg- 
ulations governing the mea- 
surement of firewood so 
that consumers get what 
they pay for," said Hagner 
R. Mister, secretary of the 
Maryland Department of 
Agriculture, which regulates 
the sale of firewood 
through its Weights and 
Measures Section. 

"Many people will use 
wood to heat their homes 
or to enjoy a warm, bright 
hearth on a cold winter's 
night. It is important that 
any Maryland resident buy-

ing firewood understand the 
way it is measured and that 
any person selling firewood 
in Maryland know and fol- 
low the law." 

Maryland regulations 1 - 
quire that firewood sold in 
the state only be sold by the 
cord, or fractional parts of a 
cord. Any other term, such 
as truckload, rack, face 
cord, or pile, is illegal. 
"Most consumers do not un- 
derstand the meaning of a 
cord, or they are unaware 
of the many ways wood can 
be stacked to look like a 
cord when it isa,” 
Louis Straub, chief 
weights and measures. 
the seller uses a term other 
than a cord or a fraction of 
a cord, consumers should 
be suspicious." 

A cord is the amount of 
wood stacked and stowed in 
a well-compacted manner in 
a space of 128 cubic feet. 
When properly stacked, the 
individual pieces of wood 
are in a line, parallel to and 
touching each other. Cubic 
feet are calculated by multi- 
plying the width of the 
stack by its height and 
length. A typical stacked 
cord would be four feet 
wide by eight feet long by 
four feet high (4x8x4=128 
cubic feet), with no internal

Straub recommends that 
wood be delivered and 
stacked when the buyer is 
home if possible so that he 
or she can promptly mea- 
sure the stack with a tape 
measure and determine the 
correct quantity is received. 
if the buyer cannot receive 
the delivery in person, he or 
she should measure the 
stack as soon as possible. 


"We have already had a 
few calls from consumers 
this year with concerns that 
they did not receive a full 
cord of wood. We recom- 
mend that consumers con- 
tact the seller immediately 
if there appears to be any 
discrepancy and attempt to 
resolve the matter," Straub 
said. “If the seller can’t or 
won't correct the problem, 
consumers should call us 
before burning any of the 
wood."

Carr had high praise for 
the running performance 
and for his defense. “Joel 
and Jordan Brenneman 
both had great games," Carr 
commented of his inside 
linebacker duo. "We 
switched over to a 6-2 de- 
fense, going for speed over 
power. Joel and Jordan 
held down the inside just 
behind the line, and we put 
two outside linebackers out 
on the corners to give us 
some good pursuit.

The 
kitchen was enlarged and 
modernized, but still in- 
cludes an older porcelain 
double sink.

The Garrett County com- 
missioners heard updates 
this week from staff mem- 
bers of the county’s Depart- 
ment of Generali Services 
on the animal shelter’s new 
hours and a county cat ordi- 
nance being drafted. 

Bonnie Zimmerman, 
manager of the county’s 
animal shelter, reported 
that as of September 29 the 
shelter was no longer open 
on Saturdays. However, the 
shelter has extended two of 
its weekday hours. 

Located along Sang Run 
Road just north of the Oak- 
land Golf Club, the shelter 
is now open Mondays, 
Wednesdays, and Fridays, 8 
a.m. to 4 p.m., and Tues- 
days and Thursdays, 8 a.m. 
to 6 p.m. The shelter is also 
closed on Sundays. 

Zimmerman reported 
that the new hours have 
been "more effective." The 
Saturday hours were less 
convenient for persons 
wanting to adopt animals, 
she noted.

When TLC Isn’t Enough 


I have a four-year-old yellow 

«Lab who loves cuddies. She 
has gotten special treatment since 
she was little, because she was the 
runt in the litter. She still gets 
spoiled because she is the only 
female dog in a group of four Labs. 
Is this cuddle thing normal for an 
adult dog? 


« All dogs love attention, so your 

epet’s love of “cuddles” is not 
surprising. I'm sure the other three 
Labs have their own ways of getting 
your attention — from nuzzling your 
hand to barking and romping around 
the house. 

Is her behavior normal? Well, it 
depends on a couple of factors: her 
personality, and her interaction with 
the male dogs. 

The fact that she is the runt of the lit- 
ter, and the only female dog in the 
house, probably has contributed to her 
cuddly personality. If she stays con- 
stantly by your side and avoids or 
refuses to play with the other dogs, she 
may have some deep-seated anxiety 
caused by these major factors. An anx- 
ious dog may exhibit other behaviors, 
like crying or hiding during thunder- 
storms or chewing up everything in 
the house. 

Male dogs, especially if they haven't 
been neutered, can display aggressive 
tendencies, further adding to her anxi- 
ety. Does a game of catch with all four 
dogs send the female running in the 
other direction? 

Some effective measures in reduc- 
ing her “cuddle factor” include re- 
emphasizing her basic behavior train- 
ing, modifying her interaction with 
the other dogs, and reducing her anxi- 
ety with the help of her vet, who may 
prescribe medication. 

When your dog asks for a cuddie, 
don’t induige her, but don’t push her 
away. Instead, start a training session. 
Work with her for about 15 minutes. 
This way, she gets constructive atten- 
tion that moves her mind away from 
those anxious feelings. Reward her 
with treats and a good pat. Allow 
“cuddle time” only once or twice per 
day, for a specific length of time

grains. Some counties did 
receive small amounts of 
precipitation last week that 
ranged from 0.1 inches to 
0.4 inches. Precipitation for 
October ranged from 0.7 
inches in Anne Arundel, 
Calvert, and Worcester 
counties to 1.3 inches in 
Wicomico County. All 
counties are between .8 and 
1.5 inches below normal for 
precipitation this month so 
far. 

The weather last week 
was ideal for harvesting row 
crops. Corn harvested for 
grain is 79 percent com- 
plete, progressing 12 per- 
cent from the previous 
week, 11 percent ahead of 
last year, and 10 percent 
ahead of the five-year aver- 
age.

Maryland pumpkin farmers 
say they’re selling more 
than just a big orange gourd 
these days — they’re selling 
pumpkin-picking families a 
low-cost, wholesome way to 
spend time together. 

Officials say the trend 
toward “ag tourism” has 
been growing recently, but 
may have been boosted this 
year by the Sept. 11 attacks. 
At least one vendor said 
her best sales this year have 
come near military bases. 

"In general we’re starting 
to see more ag tourism,” 
said Ray Garibay, a statisti- 
cian for the Maryland De- 
partment of Agriculture. 
"They're capitalizing on us 
urbanites. 

"I see a lot of young 
folks not realizing where 
food comes from other than 
the grocery store," he said, 
adding that there has been 
a huge effort in Maryland 
io change this. 

One pumpkin vendor 
said she has seen more fain- 
ilies returning to traditional 
seasonal activities such as 
pumpkin carving and scare- 
crow making since the Sept. 
11 terrorist attacks. 

"A lot of people are go- 
ing back to traditional val- 
ues," said Faith Rodell, who 
owns a chain of seven road- 
side stands collectively 
known as the Great Pump- 
kin Patch. 

Rodell, who was workuag 
a stand in Calverton this 
week, said pumpkin sales

the last 20 years people 
have not been buying as 
much produce to cook, be- 
cause most of what they eat 
now is already prepared. He 
said it reflects the changing 
work habits and time re- 
strictions of the modern 
American family. 

"We've changed from 
produce-driven to entertain- 
ment-driven,” said Weber, 
who runs Weber’s Cider 
Mill Farm. "If they can play 
with it, we can sell no end 
of it.” 

That means that where 
one pumpkin per family 
may have been the norm in 
the 1950s and 1960s, he 
said, families buy pumpkins 
now by the "little red wagon 
load, not by the pumpkin." 

This trend has translated 
into a steadily increasing 
amount of land devoted to 
pumpkin patches in Mary- 
land, Garibay said. In 1999, 
there were about 1,400 ac- 
res devoted to pumpkins in 
the state; this year, it will 
be cioser to i,700 acres. 

"The overall ticud is due 
to the increasing population 
and marketing of the ‘come 
out to the farm and pick 
your own’ idea,” he said. 

Savvy marketing, accord- 
ing to another pumpkin 
farmer, is a big reason for 
an increase in pumpkin 
sales. 

"Farmers come up with 
innovative ideas to draw 
people to the farms from 
the suburbs,” said Gilbert 
Buddy Bowling, a Charles 
County pumpkin farmer 
and executive director of 
the Maryland Agricultural 
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#22 co farmer who switched to 


pumpkins abovi four years 
“ago, said farmers use other 
fail attractions such as corn 
mazes and hay rides to 


bring people in to buy 
pumpkins. 

"It’s a niche market," 
Garibay said. 


Weber expected Friday 
would be one of the busiest 
days of the season, as 
schools were out for an an- 
nual state teachers’ confer- 


ence. Pumpkin vendors 
have come to call it "Black 
Friday.” 


But "this place goes quiet 
at 1 p.m. on Halloween,” he 
said. "The wagons stop 
squeaking and there are no 
kids screaming.” 

For now, however, busi- 
ness is booming. Weber 
said he expected to see be- 
tween 2,900 and 3,000 peo- 
ple at his farm this week- 
end. 

He said much of the 
pumpkin patch’s popularity 
comes from its distinctly fall 
atmosphere. People come 
just to "hang out." 

"People have an inborn 
need to get back to the har- 
vest thing,” Weber said.

Conduct Slug Assessment Now 

Over the next month is the time to sample slugs to 
determine their relative population size within your fields. 
Slug populations in the spring often correlate with those 
numbers found in the fall. The following is an easy 
procedure to follow for conducting your own slug assess- 
ment.

If few slugs are found, the chances for problems are 
However, I recommend to all no-till growers, 
especially those having a history of slug problems, that 
they monitor their fields for slugs in the spring no matter 
what they find in the fall. 

Obtaining a Farm Loan 

Most small-scale farms in Garrett County are consid- 
ered to be both businesses and family residences, which 
can cause problems when small-scale farmers apply for 
credit. Owners of large farms also have special credit 
needs, but because they usually are more knowledgeable 
about their credit options, they are more likely to be 
viewed by lending institutions as businesspeopie. 

When applying for a loan, smail-scale farmers can 
increase their chances for success by observing the 
following management practices: 

Know your farm enterprise. The trend both in agricul- 
ture and in industry is to do fewer things, but do them 
better. Small-scale farmers should focus on only one or 
two enterprises and should develop the production and 
marketing expertise needed for profitability. 

Budget your cash flows. The surplus of revenues over 
expenses is an important indicator of how much debt you 
can handle. 

Know your collateral value. Lenders will determine 
whether you are eligible for a loan by considering your 
repayment ability (or cash flow) and the value of your 
assets. Collateral can be land, buildings, livestock, machin- 
ery, personal property, and financial assets such as stocks 
and bonds. However, permanent specialized structures do 
not necessarily have great resale value and therefore may 
not be a major asset. 

Have a written plan. In farming, it makes good business 
sense to write down goals, investment priorities, and 
timetables. Agricultural lenders are finding there is no 
substitute for good planning. 

Prepare financial statements in advance. Because 
small-scale farms often have a relatively large amount of 
off-farm income, lenders are sometimes uncertain to what 
extent farm loans should be based on the small-scale farm 
enterprise or the off-farm income. Also, most small-scale 
farmers apply for loans under $100,000, and many lenders 
prefer to make larger loans to business clients, because 
loan-processing costs per dollar loaned are often highest 
for small-scale business loans. To minimize these costs, 
you should have important financial statements for the

to raise standards for high school students and to enhance 
the value of the Maryland high school diploma. For sever- 
al years, the Maryland State Department of Education has 
worked with local school systems to prepare for the tests, 
which students eventually will have to pass as a graduation 
requirement. Your child may already have taken practice 
versions of the HSA. 

Beginning with the 2001-2002 schoo! year, all students 
(regardless of grade) are required to take the HSA as they 
coinplete the appropriate coursework. This requirement 
includes middle school students taking high school-level 
courses. At this time, passing the tests is not a require- 
ment for graduation. Feedback on how your child per- 
formed on the HSA will be made available to you. 

An attached fact sheet contains more information 
about the HSA. If you still have questions about the as- 
sessments, please contact your child’s guidance counselor 
or-principal.

Are You Worried About A Friend? 

You may suspect something is wrong even if your 

friend doesn’t talk about it. If you can answer ves io some 

» of these questions, your friend may be in a violent rela- 

' tionship. 

',, Does your friend: 

® Act withdrawn, worried or depressed? 

@ Not want to talk as long or as much on the phone? 

® Refuse invitations to do things together? 

@ Talk less about the relationship? 

's  @ Have bruises and/or other injuries? Wear clothing or 

>. make-up to cover up injuries? 

», Does your friend’s partner: 

> © Put her down in front of other people? 

»s @ Seem possessive and/or jealous? 

@ Make decision for her, such as what to wear, where 
to go or what to do? 

om Supporting a Friend That May Be 

in An Abusive Relationship

® Be patient. Deciding what to do about a violent rela- 
tionship can take a long time. 

In addition to listening, you can help in other ways: 

| @ Share what you know about resource materials on 
domestic violence. 

© Explain that it happens to others too. Let your friend

: There is a sense of apprehension that has not existed 
' nationwide for many decades, and as we absorb these new 
assaults on our minds and souls, we must remember that 
this is new and scary to our children, too. They may not 
show their fear or describe it in words, but it can manifes* 
itself in a number of ways, such as through recurring 
nightmares, a noticeable increase or decrease in sibling 
conflicts, or new phobias. My own sons are displaying 
these characteristics, with one even afraid to go into his 
room alone, something that has never bothered him be- 
fore. 

Friendsville Elementary School students of teacher Car- 
olyn Collen-DuBose were able to express some of their 
concern and grief via a special letter-writing project. Du- 
Bose explained that several years ago, she lived along Buf- 
falo Run in Friendsviile with Nancy Lascombe and her 
four daughters. Nancy later moved to New York City, 
where she resides along West 77th Street. 

"It took me six days to finally reach her," DuBose said, 
referring to the week of Sept. 11. "I called her every day 
after the attacks. I knew she was probably okay, but I 
wanted to hear her voice and hear what she had to say 
from a New Yorker’s perspective." 

DuBose found that her friend was saddened by the loss 
of seven firefighters from her neighborhood firehouse, 
Ladder Company #25. They died in the collapse of the 
World Trade Center towers. 

"When I decided to ask my studenis to write notes to 


I the rescue workers, | thought it would be nice to send 


cards directly to Ladder Company #25," DuBose said. "I 
thought it would be more personal than sending the cards 
off to an agency to disperse them to a place we wouldn’t 
know anything about." 

Third and fifth grade students wrote personal notes to 
the firefighters, conveying simple messages of sympathy 
and gratitude to the people who struggled at ground zero

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know how grateful she and her classmates felt toward the 
rescuers. Dear Ladder Co. 25, Thank you for helping clean 
up the World Trade Center. | appreciate all the ef-fort you 
put into helping people when the World Trade Center was 
hit.

Katy Umbel had a similar sentiment: Dear Ladder Co. 
25, I appreciate what you've done for our country in the past 
month, It was a horrible tragedy and you are taking your 
time to clean up the mess and save lives. Thanks for all 
you've done. Thanks again, Katy. And Henry Smearman 
had a short but sweet note: Dear Ladder Co. 25, I appreci- 
ate it when you clean up. 

Sarah Friend, a third-grader, incorporated some terms 
that she has probably only recently added to her vocabu- 
lary: Dear Ladder Co., I feel very bad about seven of your 
men getting hurt in the collapsing of the twin towers. I 
appreciate how you helped some people in the crash. It was 
horrible that the twin towers got hit by hijacked planes. 
Sarah. 

The letters, those noted here plus 12 more similar mes- 
sages, were mailed to the firehouse about a week ago with 
the hope that the firefighters would find some comfort in 
these sensitive expressions of concern. 

To help them cope, we should allow our children to ex- 
press how they feel as they, too, take in these new experi- 
ences and fears. If they want to talk, we should let them. 
If they wish to write notes, as these students did, we 
should assist them. My son Michael, who is not quite 6, 
expressed himseli one night last week, calling out to me 
from his bed. He was already tucked in, and I, tired and 
ready for a break, was annoyed that he was employing his 
regular stalling technique. 

"What, Michael?" I asked, tired and impatient. He mo- 
tioned to me to come to his bedside. I came in, arms 
crossed. 

"The other day," he started, "we all went outside and 
stood around the flag to say we were sorry about all those 
people. Some of the big girls cried." My demeanor 
changed instantly. I said I knew the kids at Dennett Road 
School had participated in a short ceremony a few days 
after the attack. And I knew Michael meant some of the 
women were crying. 

"All those people, Mom, buried under all that dirt . . . 
they’re dead, aren’t they?" he asked. I said yes. He was 
quiet for a minute. I patted his leg. 

"But it’s just their bodies, Mom," 

"I think so, too," I replied. 

"Yeah, they're all with God now. He’s taking care of all 
of them," his little voice said with assurance. He looked 
toward me, silhouetted in the dark. "It’s sort of like being 
on a different planet, Mom." 

"Good enough," I said. I tucked him in again and kissed 
his head. Thank heavens for young human beings and 
their wisdom. We must be sure to listen to them.

Section 303(d) of the federal Clean Water Act requires 
Maryland to: (1) identify waters, known as water quality limited 
segments (WQLSs), where technology-based effiuent limita- 
tions and other required controls cannot achieve water quality 
standards; (2) for each listed water, establish Total Maximum 
Daily Loads (! MDLs) for pollutants preventing tne attainment of 
water quality standards; and (3) offer an opportunity for public 
review and comment on the proposed TMDLs. 

George's Creek was identified on the State’s 1996 list of 
WAQLSs as impaired by nutrients, a potential cause of low 
dissolved oxygen. Upon consideration of additional data, the 
Department determined that the waterbody is not impaired for 
these substances.

Fire Marshal has charged 
fou® adults and two juve- 
niles with four counts each 
of “manufacturing, posses- 
sion, and distribution of de- 
structive devices,” and one 
coutit each of "intent to ex- 
plode an incendiary device." 
The adults are 20-year-old 
Joshua John Burkett of 
Hyndman, Pa., Justin Loy 
Bean, 19, of Cumberland, 
and 20-yeai-old Carrie Mi- 
chelle Williams and 19- 
year-old Maranda Alicia 
Fink, both of Westernport.

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Updates were given on such 
items as bio-terrorism, the 
Dove Center, the Learn and 
Serve Program, nutrient 
management, the Ruth En- 
low Library, Garrett County 
Roads Department projects, 
and the Chamber of Com- 
merce’s Vacation Guide. 

The director of Emer- 
gency Management, Brad 
Frantz, reported that his 
department was still on high 
alert for any possible acts of 
terrorism in the county. The 
department is continuing 
with the recovery/mitigation 
plans and risk assessment 
strategies it implemented in 
September- following the 
terrorist attacks, Frantz 
said. 

Rodney Glotfelty, county 
health officer, said that he 
and Frantz were continuing 
to discuss and assess possi- 
ble bio-terrorism threats. 
He noted that many resi- 
dents were understandably 
concerned and frightened in 
the wake of recent deaths 
due to anthrax-laced letters 
delivered through the U.S. 
Postal Service. 

While residents do need 
to take precautions and 
alert officials if they see 
something unusual, Glot- 
felty said, "It is important 
that we all use a little com- 
mon sense." He noted that 
99.9% of the mail will not 
be harmful. Two residents 
were concerned, however, 
that some "junk mail" that 
they received was suspicious 
and asked the Health De- 
partment to test it. Glotfelty 


said that the tests were 
negative for anthrax, and 
that the mail was, indeed, 
just junk mail.

materials (“haz-mat") team 
Until today, Garrett County 
has utilized Allegany Coun 
ty’s haz-mat team rarely, 
and only on a case-by-case 
basis. But now the team will 
cover both counties in the 
event of biochemical haz- 
ards. 

Rodney Glotfelty, the 
health officer for Garrett 
County, met with Brad 
Frantz, director of Garrett 
County Emergency Man- 
agement, and the commis- 
sioners today to discuss the 
issue. Glotfelty said the 
commissioners made a wise 
decision. 

“Basically, we need to be 
able to respond rapidly to 
issues related to biochemi- 
cal terrorism," Glotfelty 
said. "While the risk of such 
contamination in Garrett or 
Allegany county is very re- 
mote, we have to be pre- 
pared." 

Glotfelty said the Alle- 
gany Co. haz-mat team is 
highly trained and well- 
equipped 

"We've used them from 
time to time when we’ve 
had hazardous materials 
accidents or other incidents, 
and we’ve always paid them 
case by case. They told us 
we could keep doing that, 
or we could buy into the 
program by supplying 
$7,000, which is about half 
the cost of some new equip- 
ment," the health officer 
said. "By doing this, we now 
have a sort of insurance 
policy — if we need them, 
they'll be here." 

The haz-mat team is 
trained to respond to a 
number of incidents, and to 
rs ws mal he 
tasks. With the ongoing 
terrorist threat of anthrax 
contamination, the county 
officials felt they needed to 
step up protection for the 
local population.

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Tax Plan Could Hit State Revenues; 


Backers Say

Maryland could lose $345 
nillion in corporate taxes 
over the next three years 
under an ex mic stimulh 
package being pushed 
Congress, according to ont 
budget policy group 

[Ihe Center on Budget 


and Policy Priorities said a 
provision in the plan — 
let businesses write off 30 
percent of their investment 
expenses immediately, rath- 
er than over several years 
would cost Maryland 
$115 million a year, by cut- 
ting the taxable corporate 
income upon which the 
state draws. 

The National Governors 
Association has estimated 
that the Republican-backed 
stimulus package could cost 
states $5 billion a year in 
lost revenues. The bill 
passed the House last week 
and is awaiting Senate ac- 
tion. 

It comes as Maryland of- 
ficials say they can ill afford 
additional lost revenue: 
Legislative fiscal analysts 
said Tuesday that the state 
already, faces an operating 
deficit of up to $1 billion 
over the next few years. 

"We are already in a bad 
way,” said Warren Desche- 
naux, chief fiscal adviser to 
Maryland’s General Assem- 
bly. "We are not likely to 
have enough current reve- 
nue to support the current 
budget.” 

Deschenaux agreed with 
critics that the federal stim- 
ulus package will hurt the 
state, although he estimated 
that the impact might be 
closer to $50 million a year 
in lost revenue. 

But supporters say it is 
shortsighted to simply look 
at the immediate loss in 
revenue. 

"We reject the view that 
on the surface, less money 
for the state is a bad thing," 
said Lisa Wright, a spokes- 
woman for Rep. Roscoe 
Bartlett, R-Frederick. 


Wright sala the proposed 
provision’ makes the state’s 


tax system:'more realistic, 
enhances business invest- 
ment, and, in the end, ben- 
efits the state’s economy. 

She said businesses are 
more likely to buy new 
computers, for example, if 
they can write off the cost 
over a couple of years — 
the typical lifespan of a 
computer. That incentive to 
invest in new equipment 
benefits the economy over- 
all, she said. 

"If they (small business 
cwners) can recover their 
costs immediately, they 
have a chance to be more 
productive, which means 
they are going to do more 
work," she said. "If they are 
doing more work, they are 
paying more taxes.” 

In the end, she said, 
small businesses, which are 
the "engine" of the nation’s 
economy, will lead the state

Our nation has been in brand new territory since 
we became victims of major terrorist attacks nearly 
two months ago. Traveling in uncharted waters is 
scary, and mistakes are bound to be made as we try 
toaddress these new and unexpected assaults on our 
lives.*We in the newspaper business certainly have a 
ponsibility to keep our public informed, especially 
the information is crucial to the safety of our 
and our communities. But we also have a re- 
Mibility to be objective, to keep things in per- 
tive, and to refrain from being sensationalistic in 
our reporting. Doing otherwise has the potential to 
create rampant rumor, unnecessary anxiety, and oc- 

ionally, sheer panic, which sometimes results in 
tragedy. 

our readers will not find in today’s 
issue of this newspaper a large, bold headline and 
detailed story about anthrax not being found at the 
Merkle Response Services plant site in Grantsville. 
This is certainly not because we don’t care about the 
employees of that company. Nor are we are suggest- 
itg that Garrett County is immune from this deadly 
Wacteria and that there is no need for us to even be 
cautious. The Merkle folks had a good reason to at 
least have their plant checked out because of the 
possibility of their handling some tainted mail. There 
are other similar facilities in the county —- including 
our very own pressroom — in which mail bags quite 

sibly from the Brentwood postal facility in Wash- 
ington are handled. We are taking precautions, and 
we are on alert as to the symptoms of anthrax dis- 
ease. End of story. 

We do not consider it a major story when a facility 
is simply checked for anthrax and is found to be 
clean. If, God forbid, anthrax is found anywhere in 
the county, rest assured we will report it, and we will 
use a large, bold headline. In the meantime, we will 
do our best to help pass along useful, precautionary 
information about what we should do to protect our- 


selves.

One day under inspiration I dug up the shoots, not 
knowing what they were, and replanted them. The next 
spring they came up lovely. They turn out to be a delicate 
old-fashioned iris, pale purple with a streak of yeilow. The 
flower is not as big as the modern irises, but for me wil- 
lowiness is a desirable feminine quality. The original Iris 
was the goddess of the rainbow, as willowy a being as can 
be conceived. 

The years have passed since that digging up and re- 
planting. The irises were back to their hardly or not- 
blooming estate. What happens is that rhizomes grow into 
multiple rhizomes. If they remain undivided, they bind up. 
Grass had overgrown the bed, making matters worse. 

The iris, like most goddesses, wants space for gathering 
air and light to be transfigured into a vision of glory. 
Rainbows just will not be crowded. 

Today is the feast celebrating another kind of glory, the 
glory of holiness. Sanctity has rarely achieved high status 
as a cultural value over the course of human history. In 
our day when creativity is defined in terms of transgres- 
sion, the only really absurd idea is the idea of holiness. 
Who wants to be called a "goody-two-shoes?" 

It is not an accident that the age which disdains holi- 
ness also disdains beauty. I am thinking of those art muse- 
ums that feature works which are equally blasphemous 
and hideous. Once the ideal of sanctity is lost, the ideal of 
beauty becomes discredited as well. If beauty is in the eye 
of the beholder, then some sophisticated elitists have im- 
paired vision. 

I remember beckoning someone, that person’s identity 
mercifully forgotten, to behold a sunset. "I’ve seen better,” 
the person said. Beauty ravishes my heart too much for 
me to dare to say, "I’ve seen better." 

"Worship the Lord in the beauty of holiness,” the 
psalmist sang. It is an idea so potent and appealing that 
it occurs twice in the Book of Psalms (29:2, 96:9). That is 
much of what today, All Saints’ Day, is about. There are 
some who have completed their pilgrimage, and who have 
arrived at the eternal city of God. They are worshipping 
God in the beauty of holiness. 

Are there irises in} heaven? Heaven is hard for me to 
imagine without flowérs, unless the glory of that place is 
so unimaginable thay the flowers which leave me devastat- 
ed in their wake m| but shadows of the beauty there. 
Both Jesus and St. Piul explained the resurrection and life 
with God in terms of what is planted in the soil to be 
raised up in harvest. The lilies of the fieid, our Lord re- 
minded us, exceed the glory of Solomon. "Fresh as a 
daisy," we say. "My love is like a red, red rose," sang 
Robert Burns. The, flower in its perfection, however tran- 
sitory, expresses our highest notions of beauty. It is a 
beauty like holiness as a simple and complete fulfillment 
of original nature. 

The Fall, that condition of sin into which the world ex- 
ists since Adam and Fve disobeyed God, is expressed in 
the fleeting quality of a flower’s beauty. "The flower 
fades," Isaiah observed, as have we all. 

The beauty of holiness, the beauty of heaven, is beauty 
which does not eds hed of which we never grow weary. 
Part of holiness is like astonishment at the sight of every 
new flower as of the firgt 

All Saints’ Day is a day about heaven even as the rhi- 
zomes and bulbs sit, bugied in earth, awaiting the sum- 
mons of spring, months ahd an eternity from now. Today

The home of David and 
Wendy Berry is located in 
the Gortner area and was 
built sometime in the 1880s 
by Mr. and Mrs. Peter P. 
Gortner. The first stud-buili 
house in the area, it was 
initially situated at the cor- 
ner of U.S. Ri. 219 and 
Mason School Read. The 
Gortners lived there for a 
few years, and then built a 
larger house and kept the 
first one as a rental. Later it 
was renovated into a 2-unit 
rental. For a short time, the 
house also served as the 
Gortner Post Office. The 
Berrys said that Mr. and 
Mrs. Heary Swarizentruber, 
local Gortner _ historians, 
provided much of this histo- 


ry. 

When Rt. 219 was im- 
proved in the late 1950s, 
the house was in its path. 
The state of Maryland pur- 
chased it from Mr. and 
Mrs. Forres st (Shorty) Gort- 
ner, but later the Gortners 
negotiated and purchased it 
back from the state. They 
had it moved across Am- 
brose Run Creek to its 
present location at 4435 
Mason School Road. At 
that time it was put on a 
basement foundation. 


Side-by-side bathrooms 
were added upstairs, with 
the kitchen bencath them 
on the first floor. Carlos 
Powell, stepson and heir of 
Shorty Gortner, shared 
printed materials and pic- 
tures his mother saved 
through the years, Some of 
these items will be on dis- 
play during the open house. 

Through the years, a 
number of families have 
lived in the house. William 
J. Welch resided there as a 
young boy with his parents 
from 1937 through 1942. He 
commented that the “wind 
blew straight through it” 
and at times could raise the 
sugar bowl lid. However, his 
mother kept the potbellied 
stove stoked to warm the 
five-room apartment. They 
paid $10 per month and the 
other tenant paid just $8, as 
he had only four rooms. 

In later years, the house 
became a one-family dwell-

Local Teacher Sees Similarities 
Between Teaching, Law Enforcement

One of the five math/ re- 
source teachers at Broad 
Ford Elementary School 
brings the unique experi- 
ence of being a former po- 
lice officer into the class- 
room. 

David Yoder, a native of 
Garrett County who now 
resides in Swanton, is in his 
first year of teaching at 
Broad Ford after spending 
three years as a police of- 
ficer in Hanover County 
near Richmond, Va. He 
said he was always interest- 
ed in teaching and received 
his degree in early elemen- 
tary education from Frost- 
burg State University in 
1996. 

His wife Carla (Graham) 
Yoder’s job with Westvaco 
took them to the Richmond 
area. After a few years, she 
was transferred back to 
Luke, and according to Yo- 
der he couidn’t have been 
happier. 

He said they both always 
wanted to return to where 
they grew up, plus their 
families are still here. 

Yoder was a long-term 
reading enrichment substi- 
tute teacher at Northern 
Middle School last year be- 
fore retaining a permanent 
position at Broad Ford. 

According to Yoder, 
there are numerous paral- 
lels between the two ca- 
reers, the first of which is 
being in the public eye at 
all times. 

You have to be a great 
role model all the time," he 
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said. "Even when you are at 
the grocery store, you must 
be on your best behavior." 

He added that in both 
law enforcement and teach- 
ing, a person must be orga- 
nized and always prepared.

Safety Reminders 


With the advent of the 
fali hunting season, and 
deer firearms season set to 
get under way in just three 
weeks on Saturday, Nov. 24, 
hunters are reminded of the 
importance of following 
proper safety procedures 
when installing and using a 
treestand. 

“Most treestand accidents 
are the result of careless 
and costly errors, said Jack- 
ie Bushman, founder and 
CEO of Buckmasters, the 
world’s largest whitetail 
deer hunters association. 
"Treestand hunting is safe 
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and rewarding if we pay at- 
tention to a few basics. Peo- 
ple don’t like to bother with 
things like safety belts and 
other safety measures, but 
paying attention to safety 
measures, like wearing a 
safety belt, is smart. 


Bushman’ encourages 
hunters planning to hunt 
from treestands to keep the 


following safety points in 
mind: 


@ "Any time your feet 
aren’t on the ground and 
you're not wearing a safety 
belt, you’re in what I call 
‘death territory.’ If you're 
hunting from anything that’s 
hooked to a tree, you need 
a safeiy belt. If, for some 
unknown reason your stand 
breaks, or you fall asleep, 
or you lose your balance, 
the safety belt can save your 
life. 

® "If you like to stand up 
and shoot when you’re bow 
hunting, use a safety belt 
that keeps you snug to the 
tree when you stand up. If 
you have to lean a little bit, 
you want to feel the safety 
belt grab. 

@ "Always check your 
treestand before the first)
